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Society  advocates 
NHS  contraceptives 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  is  recommending 
to  the  Department  of  Health  that  oral  contraceptive  tablets 
should  be  available,  by  special  arrangements,  for  social  as 
well  as  medical  purposes  under  the  provisions  of  part  IV  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Acts. 

In  a  document  sent  to  the  De-  clinic  (in  areas  where  there 
partment,  the  Society  says  that 
oral  contraceptives  offer  the 
most  acceptable  form  of  con- 
taceptive  "device"  and  publi- 
city associated  with  them  in 
recent  years  has  done  a  great 
deal  to  alter  social  attitudes  to- 
wards family  planning.  "It  is 
probable  that  an  extension  of 
use  of  oral  contraceptive  tab- 
lets would  be  the  most  import- 
ant single  factor  leading  to  the 
successful  implementation  of 
the  Government's  policy  of 
limiting  population  growth." 


Seeking  advice 

The  Society  believes  that  if 
oral  contraceptives  were  avail- 
able through  the  general  medi- 
cal and  pharmaceutical  services, 
more  married  couples  would  be 
encouraged  to  seek  advice  and 
those  in  the  greatest  need — 
the  lower  income  groups  — 
would  be  more  willing  to  seek 
advice  from  their  general  prac- 
titioner than  to  attend  a  Family 
Planning  Clinic. 

Provision  for  supply  of  the 
tablets  from  a  pharmacy  rather 
than  from  a  clinic  would,  as 
a  general  rule  it  is  claimed, 
also  benefit  the  public  because 
clinics  are  generally  open  only 
for  a  limited  number  of  hours 
and  are  normally  farther  from 
the  home  of  a  patient  than  the 
nearest  pharmacy. 

The  Society  is  also  alarmed 
by  the  Family  Planning  Asso- 
ciation's intention  that  up  to 
six  months'  supply  of  oral  con- 
traceptive tablets  should  be 
handed  over,  at  one  time,  to 
some  patients  attending  their 
clinics. 

Quantities  considered 

The  Society  considers  that 
ideally  the  maximum  quantity 
that  should  be  given  on  any 
one  occasion  is  one  month's 
supply,  but  it  is  accepted  that 
for  reasons  of  economy,  par- 
ticularly the  time  devoted  by 
the  medical  practitioner  to  ex- 
amination of  patients,  two 
months'  supply  might  be  given. 
The  Society  proposes : 

□  The  patient  would  visit  her 
general  practitioner  or,  on  the 
reference  of  that  practitioner, 
a  doctor  at  a  family  planning 


are  such  clinics).  In  line  with 
the  expressed  views  of  medi- 
cal practitioners,  the  visits 
would  be  at  intervals  of  three 
months  for  the  first  year  and 
six-monthly  therafter. 

□  If  a  doctor  decided  that 
oral  contraceptive  tablets 
should  be  prescribed,  his  pre- 
scription would  be  written  on 
a  special  form  (EC10  (FP)) 
similar  to  form  EC19  which 
would  provide  a  total  of  three 
prescriptions.  The  doctor 
would  write  one  month's  sup- 
ply (meaning  in  practice  that 
the  patient  would  have  pres- 
criptions covering  3  x  1 
month's  supply)  if  he  wished 
the  patient  to  revisit  him  after 
three  months,  and  two  months' 
supply  (meaning  in  practice 
that  the  patient  would  have 
prescriptions  covering  3x2 
months'  supply)  if  he  intended 
the  patient  to  revisit  him  after 
six  months. 

□  The  patient  would  present 
the  prescription  at  any  phar- 
macy in  the  usual  way,  and 
would  pay  a  special  levy  for 
each  month's  supply  dispens- 
ed. A  maximum  of  two  months' 
supply  would  be  given  at  any 
one  time. 

□  The  special  levy  would  be 
calculated  to  make  the  supply 
economical  in  terms  of  the 
remuneration  received  by  the 
pharmacist  for  each  supply. 

□  There  would  be  exemption 
from  the  special  levy,  on  so- 
cial grounds,  for  patients  in 
special  need. 

□  Prescriptions  would  be 
submitted  by  the  pharmacist 
to  the  Pricing  Bureau  in  the 
usual  way,  but  in  a  separate 
bundle,  at  the  beginning  of 
each  month. 

It  is  submitted  that  the  pro- 
posed scheme  would  bring  sub- 
stantial benefits  in  terms  of 
convenience  to  patients;  it 
would  encourage  an  increased 
use  of  effective  family  plan- 
ning methods;  and  it  would 
probably  be  no  more  expensive 
to  the  public  as  tax  and  rate- 
payers than  the  national  ar- 
rangements provided  for  in  the 
National  Health  Service 
(Family  Planning)  Act  and 
Health  Services  and  Public 
Health  Act.

Plans  for  course 
in  perfumery 

The  Society  of  French  Per- 
fumes is  making  arrangements 
for  a  course  on  perfume  and 
cosmetic  selling  to  lead  to  its 
National  Diploma  in  Perfum- 
ery. At  present,  students  study 
in  their  leisure  time  from 
material  provided  by  the  So- 
ciety. 

If  there  is  sufficient  support 
from  retailers,  the  course  will 
first  be  established  in  London, 
probably  at  Lewisham  and 
Eltham  College  for  Further 
Education.  Goudhurst  Road, 
Downham.  Bromley,  Kent,  and 
later  nationally  according  to 
demand.  The  first  course  would 
run  from  September  1970  to 
June  1971. 

An  aim  of  the  diploma  is  to 
establish  a  career  structure 
that  will  encourage  young 
people  to  consider  making  the 
retail  trade  their  career  choice.

Writing   in  the  first   issue  of 
Recipe,  the  newsletter  of  the 
Romford  Branch  of  the  Society, 
Mr  Jones  says  that  the  Minister 
of  Health  and  Social  Security  is 
seeking  a  politician's  solution 
to   a    political    problem.  The 
Minister  is  trying  to  extend  and 
improve    the    NHS    within  a 
limited  budget  of  which  doc- 
tors have  always  demanded  a 


large  slice.  Their  demands 
have  been  politically  unreward- 
ing to  deny. 

To  curb  the  doctors  the 
Minister  must  first  discredit 
them,  then  clamp  down  on 
them.  To  that  end  he  is  using 
the  angry  pharmacist,  who  even 
now,  at  the  behest  of  Julian 
Snow,  seeks  guidance  of  abuse 
of  NHS  by  doctors.

Doctors'  claims  to 
pregnancy  tests 

So  long  as  some  members  of 
the  public  believe  that  their 
doctor  will  be  unsympathetic, 
laboratories  offering  a  preg- 
nancy diagnosis  service  will  do 
a  thriving  trade,  says  the  Bri- 
tish Medical  Journal. 

A  leading  article  looks  at 
some  chemists'  decision  to  sell 
diagnostic  kits  over  the  coun- 
ter and  sets  out  the  medical 
profession's  grounds  for  saying 
that  the  doctor  is  the  right  per- 
son to  make  the  diagnosis. 

But,  says  the  Journal,  "if  the 
profession  is  sincere  in  its 
opposition  to  the  lay  diagnosis 
of  pregnancy  it  must  show 
greater  willingness  to  accom- 
modate women  who  don't 
want  to  'wait  a  few  weeks'  be- 
fore knowing  the  worst — or  the 
best."  The  profession  is  asked 
to  urge  the  Health  Depart- 
ments to  make  regulations  to 
prevent  doctors  from  being  out 
of  pocket  if  they  help  their 
patients  in  this  way. 


Symbolic  start  to 
Glaxo  factory 

Sir  Alan  Wilson,  FRS,  chair- 
man of  Glaxo  Group  Ltd,  cut 
the  first  sod  on  September  17 
on  the  site  of  the  new  anti- 
bioti'cs  factory  to  be  built  for 
Glaxo  Laboratories  Ltd  at 
Cambois,  Bedlington,  North- 
umberland. 

The  plant  is  due  to  begin 
production  in  1971.  It  will  be 
one  of  the  most  sophisticated 
and  important  factories  of  its 
type  in  Europe,  involving  an 
initial  investment  of  more  than 
£5  million.  The  main  process 
and  solvent  recovery  will  be 
partially  computer  controlled. 

Sir  Alan  said  the  develop- 
ment of  a  new  class  of  anti- 
biotics, the  cephalosporins,  had 
caused  Glaxo  to  increase  con- 
siderably its  productive  cap- 
acity. 

The  company  has  announced 
that  immediate  plans  provide 
for  the  development  of  25 
acres  of  the  1 16-acre  site. 

The  plant  planned  for  Cam- 
bois is  in  accordance  with  the 
company's  policy  to  have  fer- 
mentation operations  on  not 
less  than  two  sites  in  Britain. 

Joint  study  of 
training  needs 

The  joint  Distributive  Industry 
Training  Board-Retail  Trades 
Education  Council  study  of  the 
training  needs  of  the  industry 
will  be  led  by  Mr  K.  Ambrose, 
senior  lecturer  in  the  school  of 
management  studies.  Regent 
Street  Polytechnic,  London.  He 
has  been  seconded  by  the  Poly- 
technic for  a  year  to  undertake 
the  study. 

Terms  of  reference  for  the 
study  are:  "To  study  the  train- 
ing needs  of  the  distributive 
trades;  to  develop  work  already 
done  in  this  field  and  to  ex- 
pand on  it  so  as  to  cover  all 
trades  within  scope  of  the  Dis- 
tributive Industry  Training 
Board  and  to  reach  the  stage 
at  which  the  training  needs  of 
the  distributive  trades  can  be 
qualified  as  well  as  indentified 
and  evaluated." 

Monopolies  study 
called  for 

The  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  Mr  Anthony  Crosland, 
has  asked  the  Monopolies 
Commission  to  investigate  the 
supply  of  starch,  glucose  and 
modified  starches.  The  Com- 
mission is  asked  to  find  out 
whether  monopoly  conditions 
exist  and  if  so  whether  they 
operate  against  the  public  in- 
terest.

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Bloomsbury  Square  head- 
quarters will  receive  an  attrac- 
tive new  facade  in  the  manner 
of  John  Nash  if  a  £1 -million 
scheme  prepared  by  Mr  David 
Hodges  of  architects  Louis  de 
Soissons,  Peacock,  Hodges  and 
Fraser,  is  accepted  by  Camden 
Borough  Council. 

The  main  object  of  the 
scheme  is  to  provide  the  Society 
with  buildings  that  will  offer 
first-class  institutional  and  ad- 
ministrative facilities. 

In  addition  to  the  new 
Bloomsbury  Square  facade 
(185  feet),  the  plan  includes 
restoring  the  original  Nash 
facade  to  66-71  Great  Russell 
Street  (208  feet)  which  lies  at 
right  angles  to  the  Square 
frontage  and  forms  the  northern 
side  of  the  half-island  site  of 
about  one  acre  owned  by  the 
Society. 

The  new  frontage  in  Great 
Russell  Street  will  include  a 
row  of  shops  at  ground  level 
with  windows  uniformly  de- 
signed and  detailed  in  the  style 
of  the  Nash  period.  The  present 


Nash-built  houses  have  lost 
their  cornices  and  suffered 
other  unattractive  alterations 
since  his  time  and  much  of  the 
fabric  itself  is  now  in  poor  con- 
dition (see  C&D,  September  13, 
p.  226). 

Over  the  shops  will  be  flats 
to  give  about  14,000  square 
feet  of  residential  accommoda- 
tion as  compared  to  the  pre- 
sent 7,000  square  feet,  and  be- 
neath will  be  a  basement 
garage  for  the  use  of  those 
living  or  working  in  the 
Society's  buildings. 

To  the  rear  of  Great  Russell 
Street  and  fronting  on  to  Bury 
Place  a  new  office  building  is 
planned.  It  is  to  be  no  higher 
than  seven  floors  and  of  a 
design  that  will  prevent  it  from 
clashing  with,  or  having  an 
overbearing  effect  on  the  period 
buildings.  The  Board  of  Trade 
has  granted  one  of  its  rare  per- 
mits for  the  offices. 

The  building  is  now  under- 
going extensive  repair  on  the 
Great  Russell  Street  side  and  is 
scheduled  as  a  Grade  II  listed 
building;  its  attractive  exterior 


is  not  to  be  altered  in  any  way. 

Of  the  houses  that  run  to  the 
south  of  no  17,  only  no  14, 
which  is  a  grade  III  listed 
building,  retains  its  original 
Georgian  design. 

Mr  Hodges'  new  facade  in- 
volves rebuilding  the  neigh- 
bouring Victorian  and  Vic- 
torianised  houses  in  an  exactly 
similar  form  to  no  14  so  that 
the  whole  frontage  will  revert 
to  the  Nash  style  and  display 
that  uniformity  of  design 
characteristic  of  the  London 
square.  The  period  uniformity 
will  be  carried  round  the 
corner  of  the  Square  and  along 
the  Great  Russell  Street  front- 
age, to  form  an  L-shape  in 
stucco.  It  was  in  Bloomsbury 
Square,  in  1783,  that  Nash  first 
employed  stucco. 

The  accommodation  behind 
the  Bloomsbury  Square  facade 
will  be  laid  out  to  provide  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  with 
modern  rooms  and  offices.  The 
main  problem  here  has  been 
the  relating  of  the  new  floor 
levels   with   those   of   no  14 


Bloomsbury  Square,  which  pro- 
vides the  model  for  the  whole 
frontage,  and  the  arrangement 
behind  this  frontage  of  rooms 
which  are  suitable  for  the 
period  windows. 

The  space  involved  in  this 
part  of  the  plan  is  approxi- 
mately 66,500  sq  ft,  of  which 
about  38,000  sq  ft  is  allotted  to 
institutional  facilities  such  as 
library,  committee  rooms, 
Council  chambers,  and  about 
27,000  sq  ft  for  administrative 
offices. 

It  has  been  accepted  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  that  because  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
importance  and  essential  func- 
tions it  should  be  housed  in  a 
specially  designed  building  in 
central  London,  but  it  is  only 
in  recent  months  that  the 
Society  has  been  able  to  make 
firm  plans  for  rebuilding  in 
Bloomsbury.  The  present  site 
had  been  provisionally  ear- 
marked for  the  National 
Library  and  Mr  Hodges  had 
prepared  both  plans  and  scale 
model  for  a  new  building  at 
Lambeth.

Glaxo 

The  Irish  Drug  Association 
Committee,  at  its  monthly  meet- 
ing in  Dublin  on  September  11, 
decided  to  delete  Complan  from 
the  Association's  price  list 
after  it  had  been  reported  that 
the  preparation  was  no  longer 
confined  to  community  phar- 
macists but  was  to  be  had  "in 
every  grocer's  and  huckster's 
shop." 

The  Committee  "deeply  re- 
sented .  .  .  the  slighting  attitude 


Formed  in  1964 

Ayrshire  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd 
was  formed  as  a  buying 
group  in  June  1964  with  ethical 
counter  lines  and  dressings  on 
cash  on  delivery  basis. 

Its  first  real  breakthrough 
came  in  August  1964  when  the 
first  wholesale  ethical  account 
was  obtained. 

As  time  went  on  the  pre- 
sent distribution  pattern  evolv- 
ed. Ethicals  continued  to  be  de- 
livered on  a  daily  basis  but 
counter  lines  were  transferred 
to  a  cash  and  carry  order  pad 
system.  All  counter  products 
and  prices  are  detailed  on  an 
order  pad,  a  new  copy  of 
which  is  sent  to  customers 
every  week.  The  customer 
merely  has  to  fill  in  quantities 
required  and  delivery  is  effec- 
ted either  the  following  day 
or,  at  latest,  two  days  later. 
Some  of  the  larger  wholesale 
groups  in  the  South  have  since 
adopted  such  a  system. 

The  business  transferred  to 
a  3,000  sq  ft  building  in  Hurl- 
ford,  in  July  1965  but  they  soon 
became  inadequate  and  it  was 
decided  to  seek  larger  premises. 
About  20  months  later  the 
move  to  the  present  premises 
took  place. 

By  July  1968  turnover  was 
£600,000  and  staff  twenty-one. 
By  October  1968  it  had  been 
agreed   to   take   the   lease  of 


adopted  by  Glaxo  Laborato- 
ries towards  community  phar- 
macists" in  having  advised 
pharmacists  of  the  change  in 
distribution  some  considerable 
time  after  the  policy  change 
by  Glaxo  had  been  advertised 
in  grocery  magazines. 


The  Committee  felt  a  con- 
siderable sense  of  injustice 
since  an  assurance  had  been 
given  some  years  ago  by  a  re- 
presentative of  Glaxo  that 
Complan  would  always  be  con- 
tinued as  a  chemist  line. 

The  charge  that  community 
pharmacists  had  "leaked"  the 
line  was  refuted  as  it  had  been 
proved  that  the  leakages  had 
been  occurring  through  whole- 
salers. Any  leakages  throush 
pharmacists  were  neHieible 
compared  with  those  through 
other  sources  that  could  have 
been  controlled  by  Glaxo.  It 
was  agreed  to  send  a  detailed 
summary  of  the  matter  to  all 
members. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  a 
decision  on  whether  the  Asso- 
ciation should  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the  Fair  Trade 
Commission  the  refusal  by  cer- 
tain firms  to  supply  veterinary 
lines  to  community  pharma- 
csts  was  deferred. 

The  Committee  took  a  seri- 
ous view  of  an  approach  by  the 
Cork  branch  of  the  Irish 
Union  of  Distributive  Workers 
and  Clerks  to  individual  phar- 
macy employers  in  Cork  to  in- 
troduce a  five-day  week.  That 
was  a  breach  by  the  Union 
branch  of  an  assurance  given 
earlier  in  the  year  that  no 
claims  would  be  made  for  an 
alteration  in  conditions  of  pay 
or  employment  during  the  next 
year  "unless  some  unusual  cir- 
cumstance arose." 

It  was  reported  that  a  semi- 
nar, arranged  by  the  Associa- 


tion, would  be  specially  con- 
ducted for  retail  pharmaceuti- 
cal chemist  proporietors  by  the 
Irish  Management  Institute.  It 
is  to  be  held  in  Dublin,  March 
1-4,  1970.  Particulars  will  be 
circulated  to  members. 

The  Committee  agreed  to 
meet  the  Wholesale  Drug  Fed- 
eration of  Ireland  to  discuss 
the  operation  and  charges  of 
the  wholesale  tax  and  other 
matters  of  concern  to  pharma- 
cists and  wholesalers  such  as 
the  position  likely  to  arise  by 
the  expected  extension  of  the 
Health  Services  and  the  ser- 
vices that  would  consequently 
be  made  available  by  whole- 
salers to  pharmacists.

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Barriers  to  planned  service 

The  report  of  the  deliberations  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  to  make  recommendations  for  the  provision  of  a  planned  phar- 
maceutical service  is  now  in  our  hands.  It  seems  to  me  that  its  length  could 
have  been  cut  considerably  without  detracting  from  its  value.  It  is  not  difficult 
to  secure  agreement  on  certain  principles  in  the  abstract.  That  has  been  found 
possible  in  all  but  the  crucial  point  of  limitation  of  the  contract,  and  that, 
after  all,  is  the  heart  of  the  matter. 

The  plan  is  specific  only  in  relation  to  the  Highlands  and  Islands  of  Scot- 
land, an  area  sufficiently  remote  to  occasion  no  anxiety  in  regions  nearer  home. 
The  proposal  to  attract  pharmacists  into  rural  areas  by  means  of  a  subsidy  is 
not  new  and,  indeed,  a  pharmaceutical  service  in  many  parts  of  the  country 
has  only  been  possible  because  of  the  business  being  privately  subsidised  by 
its  owner,  who  has  found  it  necessary  to  his  continued  existence  to  sell  such 
unrelated  merchandise  as  postcards,  newspapers,  tobacco  and  cigarettes,  and 
a  host  of  other  articles  with  little  bearing  on  his  professional  duties. 

One  must  remember,  also,  that  the  country-bred  youth  of  40  years  ago 
served  an  apprenticeship  in  his  local  village,  spent  nine  months  in  the  city 
preparatory  to  qualifying  and,  in  general,  returned  to  his  own  locality.  To- 
day's student  goes  straight  from  school  to  the  city  and  in  three  or  four  years' 
time,  on  registering  as  a  pharmacist,  may  be  less  inclined  for  the  life  he  had 
previously  known. 

There  are,  in  fact,  social  problems  in  the  present  dilemma,  and  it  may  be 
optimistic  on  the  part  of  the  committee  to  visualise  a  pharmaceutical  practices 
committee  interviewing  "all  the  applicants."  There  seem  to  me  to  be  two 
quite  high  barriers  to  the  plan  submitted.  One  is  the  limitation  of  the  con- 
tract— the  other,  the  necessary  legislation.  Westminster  is  an  extremely  busy 
place  these  days. 

Matters  of  professional  conduct 

1  find  it  difficult  to  enthuse  over  the  revised  statement  upon  matters  of  pro- 
fessional conduct,  much  of  which  is  devoted  to  a  rewording  of  the  existing 
document.  If  the  purpose  of  the  rewording  was  clarification,  it  has  failed  in 
its  objective.  I  have,  on  occasion,  criticised  the  ambiguity  of  the  present 
"code,"  but,  after  all,  it  was  not  unlike  that  Topsy  who  "just  growed."  As  an 
example  of  what  I  mean,  I  would  refer  you  to  the  new  par.  6,  which  states 
that  the  dispensing  of  medicinal  products  or  the  professional  services  of  a 
pharmacist  should  not  be  advertised  directly  or  indirectly,  provided  that  a 
discreet  notice  may  be  exhibited  at  any  pharmacy  or  the  term  "dispensing 
chemist"  may  be  used  on  the  fascia,  or  a  discreet  announcement  as  to  the 
hours  of  service  of  a  new  pharmacy  may  be  made  in  the  Press.  And  if  I  do 
not  choose  to  avail  myself  of  any  of  those  alternatives,  am  I  at  liberty  to 
advertise  directly  or  indirectly?  Surely  "except"  is  the  word  intended,  not 
provided? 

A  disappointing  production 

I  am  sorry,  also,  to  see  the  disappearance  from  par.  5  of  the  words:  "It 
should  be  made  clear  to  the  public  that  the  practice  of  pharmacy  is  the  main 
purpose  of  the  establishment."  Is  that  a  sign  of  deterioration?  I  would  also 
retain  without  alteration  the  wording  of  the  present  par.  15  (12  in  the  new 
version)  which  states  that  "prescriptions  should  not  be  discussed  with  patients 
or  others  in  such  a  manner  as  to  impair  confidence  in  the  prescriber."  The 
introduction  of  the  words  "therapeutic  efficacy"  is  not  an  improvement.  There 
appear  to  have  been,  as  Pliny  said,  the  highest  expectations  when  the  moun- 
tain was  in  labour,  but  the  resulting  mouse  is  less  imposing  than  its  elder 
brother. 
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Reckitt's  'year  of 
consolidation' 

Giving  the  half-year's  trading  results  Mr 
B.  N.  Reckitt.  chairman,  Reckitt  &  Col- 
man,  says  1969  must  be  regarded  as  a  year 
of  consolidation  after  the  large  advance  in 
1968  and  of  preparation  for  a  further 
move  forward. 

Sales  in  the  six  months  ended  July  5  at 
£76  2m  were  £8"lm  or  119  per  cent  ahead 
of  those  in  the  corresponding  half  of  1968. 
If  businesses  acquired  or  disposed  of  since 
the  beginning  of  1968  are  eliminated  the 
rise  becomes  7-8  per  cent.  Profits,  before 
tax,  were  £7  89m  (against  £8-62m)  and 
after  tax,  £4-09m  (£4"7m).  The  chairman 
expects  the  group  figures  for  the  second 
half  year  to  show  a  substantial  improve- 
ment on  those  for  the  first  half.

There  will  therefore  be  many  people  using 
the  computer  for  a  variety  of  purposes 
including  clerical  and  administrative  func- 
tions. 

The  pharmacist  will  be  involved  in 
computerised  inventory  control  of  drugs, 
dressings  and  so  forth,  and  also  in  auto- 
mated accounting  procedures.  Those  ap- 
plications are  common  in  industry  and 
commerce,  and  analysed  systems  with  cor- 
responding computer  programmes  are 
available  as  a  "package"  of  "software" 
from  computer  makers  and  from  those 
firms  who  have  established  themselves 
as  purveyors  of  "software." 

The  term  "software"  is  applied  to  all 
the  paperwork,  including  detailed  pro- 
grammes, that  goes  with  the  use  of  com- 
puters and  is  distinguished  from  the 
"hardware,"  which  consists  of  the  actual 
machinery  of  the  computer.  A  "package" 
of  such  software  is  offered  for  sale  to 
those  who  wish  to  make  use  of  a  com- 
puter facility  so  that  all  this  is  ready 
made  in  a  sense  for  common  applications, 
though  they  may  need  modifying  for  hos- 
pital use. 

Must  wrestle  individually 

Electronic  processing  of  drug  data,  how- 
ever, is  not  a  common  application  in  the 
same  sense  as  inventory  and  accounting 
procedures.  So  far  there  is  no  such  thing 
as  a  "package"  to  integrate  drug  informa- 
tion into  a  large  hospital  computer 
facility.  At  present  each  hospital  must 
wrestle  with  this  problem  individually 
Several  systems  will  no  doubt  evolve  from 
the  efforts  of  individual  groups  of 
workers.  Of  course  certain  computer  firms 
have  already  realised  the  potential  busi- 
ness in  this  field  and  are  at  work  on 
producing  yet  another  "package"  for  a 
fully  integrated  hospital  system.  That, 
however,  should  in  no  way  blunt  the  en- 
thusiasm of  any  pharmacist  interested  in 
the  work,  because  there  is  a  great  deal 
to  be  done. 

In  addition  it  must  be  said  that  when 
any  large  organisation  contemplates  the 
introduction  of  a  computer  facility,  sys- 
tems analysts  and  programmers  will  be 
engaged  to  undertake  detailed  work  needed 
to  implement  the  schemes  and  carry  out 
the  wishes  of  the  staff  of  that  organisa- 
tion. It  is  essential,  however,  for  the  staff 
involved   to   be   familiar  with  computer 


The  cost  of  drugs  to  the  National  Health 
Service  was  discussed  in  a  previous  article 
but  it  is  necessary  to  remember  that  there 
are  other  heavy  sources  of  expenditure  of 
public  money  in  the  health  service,  not- 
ably in  hospitals.  Most  applications  of 
computers  are  intended  to  increase  effi- 
ciency and  cost  effectiveness  in  some  way 
and  it  is  not  surprising  therefore  to  find 
that  hospitals  are  beginning  to  consider 
data  processing  by  electronic  computers 
to  improve  the  hospital  service. 

Increasing  cost  effectiveness 

A  major  factor  in  hospital  costs  is  the 
time  a  bed  is  occupied  by  one  patient. 
If  patient  turn-round  can  be  accelerated 
without  prejudice  to  care  and  treatment 
then  cost  effectiveness  will  increase.  This 
is  most  important  because  there  is  a  limit 
to  expenditure  of  public  funds  in  this  as 
in  any  other  sphere. 

Another  important  factor,  common  to 
many  tasks,  is  that  highly  trained  per- 
sonnel spend  too  much  time  on  paper 
drudgery,  much  of  which  could  be  done 
by  computer  more  efficiently  and  infinitely 
more  rapidly.  As  with  management  in 
industry,  so  in  medical  and  paramedical 
activities  valuable  personnel  should  be 
almost  exclusively  used  for  thinking  and 
decision  making  on  the  basis  of  informa- 
tion and  data  generated  by  the  organisa- 
tion, whatever  that  may  be. 

In  Sweden  interesting  developments  are 
taking  place  at  the  large  Karolinska  Hos- 
pital in  Stockholm  where  a  computer- 
based  comprehensive  information  system 
is  being  devised  by  the  medical  develop- 
ment clinic  there. 

Substantial  activity  is  also  in  progress 
in  the  1,500-bed  Danderyd  Hospital  near 
Stockholm  and  the  experience  being 
gained  there  will  ultimately  be  expanded 
to  include  all  15  of  Stockholm  County's 
hospitals,  including  the  new  1,750-bed 
Huddinger  Hospital.  The  total  bed  capa- 
city of  the  district  will  be  about  13,500, 
with  about  two  million  out-patients,  a 
promising  field  for  the  growth  of  com- 
puter applications. 

The  computer-based  system  devised  at 
Karolinska  involves  a  preliminary  exami- 
nation of  the  patient,  preliminary  diag- 
nosis and  initiation  of  treatment  pending 
further  investigations.  All  the  medical 
problems  are  set  out  in  a  standardised 
format.  A  secretary  using  an  on-line  "ter- 


minal" now  begins  to  feed  currently  avail- 
able medical  data  for  the  patient  into  the 
medical  records  data  bank;  she  aiso  ar- 
ranges appointments  for  such  tests  as  have 
been  requested. 

That  is  done  by  keyboard  to  the  com- 
puter, which  responds  by  displaying 
choices  of  appointments  on  a  television- 
type  screen  which  is  part  of  the  visual 
display  cathode  ray  tube  terminal.  Thus 
loss  of  time  is  minimised  and  the  patient's 
data  is  up-dated  in  the  computer  so  that 
all  relevant  information  is  available  for 
the  next  consultation.  The  patient  will 
then  either  remain  an  out-patient  or,  if 
admitted,  receive  appropriate  treatment 
at  once  instead  of  occupying  a  bed  while 
tests  are  being  carried  out.  By  that  means 
bed  occupancy  per  patient  has  been  sub- 
stantially reduced  and  hence  the  cost  of 
patient  care. 

Routine  accounting,  inventory  control, 
payroll  and  other  clerical  functions  may 
also  be  computerised  as  part  of  an  in- 
tegrated system. 

W.  R.  McCreight,  manager  of  the  Uni- 
i/ac  International  Medical  Centre;  Stock- 
holm, says : 

Parallel  needs 

"There  are  many  medical  activities  that 
parallel  the  need  for  a  totally  integrated 
system  in  business.  One  of  the  most  com- 
mon is  a  doctor's  decision  to  administer 
a  drug.  His  notation  on  the  patient's  chart 
stimulates  activities  in  the  nurses'  station, 
pharmacy,  laboratories,  inventories,  ac- 
counting, billing,  order  services,  receiving, 
financial  control,  budgets,  pharmaceutical 
companies,  etc." 

The  hospital  pharmacy  is  visualised  as 
part  of  an  integrated  system  and  it  is  in 
this  area  that  the  hospital  pharmacist  must 
be  able  to  use  the  computer  with  advan- 
tage to  his  department  and  to  his  other 
hospital  colleagues,  be  they  medical,  nurs- 
ing, laboratory  or  administrative. 

Many  hospital  pharmacists  in  Britain 
will  become  involved  in  computerised  in- 
formation systems  during  the  next  few 
years  and  will  wish  to  prepare  themselves 
for  this  eventuality.  The  first  fact  to  ap- 
preciate is  that  drug  data  will  only  form 
part  of  a  more  comprehensive  data  pro- 
cessing system.  Such  a  system  is  usually 
referred  to  as  a  fully  integrated  system 
because  when  an  expensive  system  of  this 
kind   is   introduced   it  is  common  sense 
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work  in  order  to  be  able  to  state  their 
requirements  lucidly  to  the  systems  ana- 
lysts and  programmers. 

The  hospital  pharmacist  becoming  in- 
volved in  this  work  must  first  of  all  learn 
a  little  about  computers  in  general,  then 
try  to  understand  what  his  medical  and 
other  colleagues  are  doing  with  compu- 
ters so  that  he  may  fully  appreciate  the 
versatility  of  a  computer  facility  and  also 
its  limitations.  The  next  step  is,  with  the 
possible  help  of  a  systems  analyst,  to 
analyse  the  areas  of  his  own  work  that 
would  benefit  from  integration  into  the 
hospital  computer  system.  It  is  at  this 
point  that  pharmaceutical  expertise  comes 
into  its  own. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  find  exactly 
what  drug  data  are  required  by  medical, 
nursing  and  other  colleagues,  and  to  sup- 
plement the  data  with  the  pharmacists' 
own  needs,  and  to  integrate  all  so  as  to 
minimise  duplication  of  effort. 

Many  details  must  receive  attention. 
For  example,  the  precise  drug  nomencla- 
ture to  be  used  so  that  references  to  a 
certain  drug  are  always  made  in  exactly 
the  same  terms,  also  an  agreed  index  and 
procedure  for  coding  the  drug  names. 
Medical  colleagues  will  be  consulted  about 
a  standard  index  of  medical  terminology 
and  its  coding  in  detail.  It  is  usual  to 
compile  such  indexes  alphabetically  and 
also  numerically,  the  numerical  ones  nor- 
mally on  the  basis  of  certain  main  cate- 
gories, which  may  then  be  subdivided 
into  subsidiary  groups  and  so  on. 

Hospital  pharmacists  often  working  in 
relative  isolation  are  at  a  disadvantage  in 
comparison  to  their  medical  colleagues, 
for  whom  courses  in  computer  apprecia- 


tion and  utilisation  already  exist.  The 
Department  of  Pharmacy,  Heriot-Watt 
University,  Edinburgh,  proposes  to  intro- 
duce soon  short  courses,  possibly  of  two 
days'  duration,  in  electronic  data  pro- 
cessing of  drug  information  and  related 
matters,  particularly  orientated  to  the  re- 
quirements of  hospital  pharmacists. 

Up-dating  a  patient's  medical  record 
as  soon  as  results  of  tests  and  analyses 
become  available  has  a  natural  extension 
into  what  are  described  as  "real  time" 
systems.  "Real  time"  has  been  defined  as 
receiving  and  processing  dynamic  infor- 
mation in  time  to  use  it  as  the  basis  of 
timely  decisions. 

In  effect  data  must  be  collected  at 
source  as  events  occur,  be  analysed,  then 
made  immediately  available  on  request. 
For  the  critically  ill  that  can  mean  quite 
literally,  the  difference  between  life  and 
death.  The  autoanalysers  and  other  sophis- 
ticated medical  machines  now  available, 
coupled  with  computers,  make  the  imple- 
mentation of  such  a  facility  possible  and 
the  continuous  bedside  monitoring  of  very 
ill  patients  is  a  reality,  though  an  ex- 
pensive one. 

The  type  of  clinical  data  collected  at 
the  bedside  might  include  temperature, 
respiration  rate,  pulse,  and  systolic  and 
diastolic  blood  pressures.  Changes  during 
a  short  time  can  be  correlated  by  com- 
puter and  made  immediately  available,  on 
a  visual  display  unit  for  instance. 

Apart  from  the  dynamism  of  American 
business  which  would  have  stimulated 
computing  anyway,  a  most  powerful  in- 
centive for  the  rapid  development  of  elec- 
tronic data  processing  has  been  the  space 
programme  with  its  insistant  demand  for 


a    real    time    mode    of    data  handling. 

The  development  of  a  "total  hospital 
information  system,"  in  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  among  others,  is  of  in- 
terest to  pharmacists  for  the  automated 
recording  of  drug  transactions  and  infor- 
mation which  it  entails. 

The  hospital  computer  is  connected 
"on-line"  to  "terminals"  in,  for  example, 
the  radiology  unit,  clinical  laboratory, 
nursing  stations,  pharmacy  and  so  on,  so 
that  all  have  access  to  the  "total  informa- 
tion" regarding  any  given  patient.  At  each 
terminal  there  is  a  keyboard  with  columns 
of  buttons  totalling  160.  This  is  insuffi- 
cient to  feed  in  data  on  large  numbers 
of  drugs  together  with  much  other  patient 
information. 

The  problem  is  overcome  by  an  in- 
genious device  called  a  keymat.  It 
is  placed  over  the  buttons  on  the  key- 
board. A  switching  arrangement  is 
operated  thus  activating  different  circuits 
but  all  served  by  the  same  keyboard. 
There  are  keymats  and  circuits  for  several 
purposes  including  the  recording  of  drugs. 
The  system  thus  provides,  at  one  key- 
board terminal,  facilities  which  would 
otherwise  require  several  special  key- 
boards. When  a  prescribed  drug  is  regis- 
tered by  means  of  the  keyboard,  with 
its  appropriate  keymat,  a  computer  pro- 
gram is  activated,  which  checks  imme- 
diately details  of  the  patient's  age,  sex, 
diagnostic  data,  etc.,  to  ensure  that  it  is 
safe  and  reasonable  to  use  that  particu- 
lar drug  in  the  proposed  dosage  by  a 
particular  route  of  administration  for  that 
patient's  condition.  A  complete  summary 
of  a  patient's  record  can  be  requested 
from  the  computer  and  printed  out.

Pseudomonas  sensitive 
to  drug  synergists 

Two  examples  of  drug  synergy  that  may 
prove  beneficial  in  treating  certain  Pseu- 
domonas infections,  have  been  reported. 

Workers  at  Chase  Farm  Hospital,  En- 
field, Middlesex,  have  been  able  to  show 
that  the  in  vitro  inhibitory  activity  of 
colistin  can  be  potentiated  by  sulpha- 
methoxazole  and  by  sulphamethizole.  They 
recommend  a  trial  of  the  combinations 
against  strains  of  Ps.  aeruginosa  sensitive 
to  the  sulphonamides. 

The  same  authors  have  also  demon- 
strated synergy  between  trimethoprim  and 
sulphamethoxazole  against  the  organism 
but  high  concentrations  of  trimethoprim 
are  required  to  produce  a  bactericidal 
effect.  (British  Medical  Journal,  September 
20.) 

In  the  second  resort,  synergy  between 
antibiotics  and  the  disodium  salt  of  ethy- 
lenediaminetetraacetic  acid  (EDTA)  is 
described  by  the  workers  at  the  Welsh 
National  School  of  medicine.  The  authors 
say  that  the  mechanism  remains  undeter- 
mined but  it  is  suggested  that  the  EDTA 
may   change   bacterial  permeability. 

The  EDTA  antibiotic  combinations  are 
only  likely  to  be  of  value  in  the  treat- 
ment of  surface  infections,  but  the  authors 
suggest  that  the  principle  of  enhancing 
bacterial  permeability  to  antibiotics  might 
find  other  applications  if  agents  suitable 
for  systemic  use  are  found.  (Lancet,  Sep- 
tember 20.) 

Effective  influenza  prophylactic 

Further  work  with  an  isoquinoline  com- 
pound, UK  2054,  by  workers  at  University 
College,  Dublin,  has  shown  that  it  is  effec- 
tive in  the  suppression  of  symptoms  and 
signs  of  influenza. 

The  compound,  one  of  two  synthesised 
by  Pfizer  Ltd,  and  currently  undergoing 
trial,  was  given  orally  or  intranasally  to 
volunteeers  who  are  challenged  with  in- 
fluenza virus.  Five  of  29  volunteers  de- 
veloped upper  respiratory  tract  infection 
while  receiving  the  compound;  19  of  38 
did  so  while  receiving  placebo. 

In  addition  to  their  paper,  the  authors 
present  in  a  letter  the  findings  of  a  field 
trial  in  a  closed  community  with  a  pre- 
existing outbreak.  The  results  are  "en- 
couraging*' when  those  assumed  to  have 
been  incubating  the  disease  when  ad- 
ministration began  are  excluded.  (Lancet, 
September  20.)

Director's  opinion 

As  a  director  of  a  wholesale  chemists' 
sundries  house,  I  have  read  with  great  in- 
terest the  recent  correspondence. 

It  seems  to  me  that  wholesalers  in 
general  are  going  through  a  most  difficult 
time,  as  they  are  no  longer  able  to  run 
their  businesses  on  efficient  lines  for  the 
simple  reason  that  the  present  Govern- 
ment is  slowly  strangling  all  but  the  lar- 
gest concerns  with  SET,  high  National 
Health  contributions,  corporation  tax  and 
the  Industry  Training  Board  levy. 

All  these  extra  taxes  simply  mean  that 
staff  must  be  cut  to  a  bare  minimum. 

Unlike  many  businesses,  wholesalers 
are  in  general  unable  to  recoup  any  of 
these  extra  expenses  by  raising  prices,  as 
they  have  to  work  on  a  fixed  discount  for 
the  bulk  of  their  purchases.  At  the  same 
time,  they  are  continually  being  pressed 
by  the  retailer  for  extra  discounts  to  offset 
their  own  increased  expenses,  even  on 
lines  which  show  them  a  profit  of  50  per 
cent  on  cost. 

I  feel  sure  that  while  we  are  taxed  as 
we  are,  the  question  is  not  "when  will 
the  wholesaler  give  a  better  service?",  but 
"how  long  can  the  genuine  wholesaler 
survive  under  these  conditions?" 

Worried  and  frustrated 

Wrong  image 

The  pharmaceutical  drug  industry  is  still 
apparently  the  "whipping  boy,"  accord- 
ing to  Mr  R.  Edwards,  MP,  and  the 
image  still  portrayed  to  the  public  is  of  an 
industry  relentlessly  pouring  out  medica- 
ments thrust  on  an  unsuspecting  and 
innocent  public,  through  misguided  doc- 
tors who  have  succumbed  to  an  aval- 
anche of  propaganda  with  consequential 
fantastic  profits  to  the  industry. 

However  could  the  industry  help  it- 
self to  alter  the  popular  picture  by  tak- 
ing a  leaf  out  of  the  tobacco  industry's 
book? 

Today  we  have  the  growing  problem  of 
drug  addiction,  about  the  causes  of  which 
little  is  known,  and  effective  treatment, 
cures,  are  crying  out  for  research. 

Could  not  the  industry  set  up  a  Foun- 
dation for  this  purpose  and  show  realis- 
tically that  it  is  interested  in  the  problems 
of  what  happens  to  drugs  and  medicines 
after  they  are  sold  or  dispensed? 

Surely  such  an  effort  would  help  to 
create  a  better  atmosphere  in  the  public 
mind  of  a  great  industry  which  has  bene- 
fited untold  millions  in  its  research  for 
health.

Rural  dispensing 

One  has  read  many  bald  and  unsupported 
statements  relating  to  the  subject  of  dis- 
pensing in  rural  areas.  As  time  passes 
the  arguments  appear  to  become  more 
superficial  and  specious,  but  to  my  ex- 


perience the  enormous  red  herring  pro- 
duced by  Dr  Cargill  (BMJ,  September  13, 
p  657)  is  unique. 

Dr  Cargill  argues  that  "the  force  of 
pharmacists'  argument  is  quite  destroyed 
by  aquiescence  in  the  regulation  which 
compels  all  doctors  to  provide  any  neces- 
sary drugs  during  hours  when  no  phar- 
macy is  open"  (and  one  notes  that  he  care- 
fully omits  to  point  out  that  every  doctor 
is  paid  annually  to  do  so).  In  considering 
this  curious  statement,  one  has  to  realise 
that  the  regulation  to  which  Dr  Cargill 
refers  occurs  in  the  terms  of  service  for 
medical  practitioners  (Part  1  Section  9a) 
and  one  feels  it  to  be  highly  unlikely  that 
pharmacists  have  at  any  time  been  con- 
sulted concerning  the  terms  of  service  for 
doctors.  Why  didn't  Dr  Cargill  argue  on 
the  basis  of  the  real  requirement  of  this 
regulation  instead  of  taking  it  out  of 
context?  Perusal  of  the  actual  regulation 
can  leave  little  doubt  that  Dr  Cargill's 
argument  is  both  spurious  and  puerile. 
The  regulation  states:  — 

A  practitioner  is  required  to  supply  to  a 
patient  such  drugs  and  appliances  as  are  re- 
quired for  immediate  administration  or 
application  or  for  use  before  a  supply  can  be 
obtained  otherwise  under  these  regulations, 
and  may  supply  any  other  drug  which  is 
administered  by  him  in  person." 

This  regulation  is  surely  intended  to 
provide  the  patient  with  emergency  treat- 
ment, or  initiate  same,  and  I  doubt 
whether  any  doctor  who  respects  his  call- 
ing would  wish  to  do  otherwise. 

Dr  Tudor  in  the  same  issue  of  the 
BMJ  proceeds  to  argue  that  the  patient's 
convenience  is  of  paramount  importance. 
Everyone  will  agree  with  this,  but  why 
is  the  patient's  convenience  of  concern 
only  when  it  involves  the  supply  of  drugs 
and  appliances?  Does  Dr  Tudor  trim  the 
agonising  corn,  does  he  extract  the  septic 
tooth,  and  does  he  perform  an  occasional 
eye  test?  All  of  the  latter  would  be 
supremely  convenient  to  the  patient, 
albeit  any  error  in  those  fields  would  be 
blatantly  obvious  to  the  patient  and  un- 
remunerative  in  cash  terms.  Any  extra- 
medical  activity  is  of  necessity  time-con- 
suming, but  only  one  has  a  cash  incentive. 

A  doctor  writing  in  the  Birmingham 
Post  says  that  he — the  doctor — writes  the 
script  in  the  first  place  and  after  that  his 
methods  hardly  differ  one  iota  from  those 
of  the  highly  qualified  and  disgruntled 
chemist.  Obviously  only  a  totally  inde- 
pendent assessment  can  give  that  statement 
any  validity. 

It  is  my  view  that  the  whole  problem 
of  dispensing  in  rural  areas  might  be 
resolved  if  the  Dunlop  Committee  pro- 
duced a  list  of  drugs  considered  to  be 
vital  to  the  community.  Such  drugs  and 
appliances,  and  only  those,  should  then 
be  made  available  to  all  doctors  from 
either  Group  Hospitals  or  an  alternative 
non-commercial  source.  A  regulation 
should  then  be  introduced  to  ensure  that 
those  drugs  are  only  used  for  immediate 
administration  or  application  or  where 
genuine  difficulty  of  access  to  a  pharmacy 
can  be  proved  to  exist.

Uniform  control  of  Dangerous  Drugs 

The  single  Convention  on  Narcotic  Drugs  of  March  10, 
1961,  has  now  been  ratified  or  adhered  to  by  a  number 
of  States,  including  the  United  Kingdom.  A  model  law 
has  been  drafted  by  the  United  Nations  Narcotic  Com- 
mission to  facilitate  the  application  of  the  Convention  by 
States  who  have  ratified  it  or  adhered  to  it.  States  that 
already  have  legislation  on  the  subject  may  study  the  pro- 
visions of  the  model  law  and  see  how  far  they  have  been 
covered  in  their  own  legislation.  The  model  will  obviously 
be  of  great  value  to  a  country  in  the  process  of  drafting 
such  legislation. 

Basic  assumption  of  the  model  law  is  that  the  country 
concerned  is  a  consumer  country  in  which  manufacture, 
as  defined  in  the  Convention,  and  meaning  all  processes 
other  than  production  by  which  drugs  may  be  obtained, 
and  including  refining  as  well  as  the  transforming  of  drugs 
into  other  drugs,  is  permitted.  "Production,"  which  the 
Convention  defines  as  the  separation  of  opium,  coca  leaves, 
cannabis  and  cannabis  resin  from  the  plants  from  which 
they  are  obtained,  is  prohibited  and  does  not  take  place. 

Section  1  is  concerned  with  the  scope  of  control.  Differ- 
ing degrees  of  control  apply  to  the  production,  manu- 
facture, export,  import,  purchase,  sale,  possession,  distribu- 
tion, and  use  of  narcotic  drugs  according  as  they  are  listed 
in  Schedules  I,  II,  or  III  of  the  Convention,  a  method  of 
control  used  in  the  UK  legislation,  and  no  real  difficulty 
arises. 

Section  II  deals  with  the  measures  relating  to  wholesale 
trade  and  manufacture,  giving  effect  to  the  provisions  of 
articles  29,  30  and  34  of  the  Convention  and  specifying  the 
formalities  for  obtaining  a  licence. 

Personal  licences 

The  licence  is  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Public  Health 
on  the  recommendation  of  a  Board  composed  of  members 
appointed  by  the  Minister.  That  licence  is  strictly  personal, 
specifying  each  drug  or  preparation  which  may  be 
extracted,  processed,  manufactured  or  traded  in.  Quarterly 
returns  of  Schedule  I  drugs  received  and  used  are  required. 

The  provisions  of  Section  III  which  relate  to  the  retail 
trade  are  covered  adequately  by  the  Dangerous  Drug 
Regulations.  The  hospital  requirements  set  out  in  Article 
26  of  the  model  law  contain  detailed  provisions  including 
a  provision  that  in  hospitals  having  a  pharmacist  on  the 
staff,  a  list  shall  be  kept  at  the  hospital  pharmacy  of  the 
practitioners  empowered  to  prescribe  narcotic  drugs,  to- 
gether with  their  signatures.  In  the  UK  many  hospital 
pharmacists  adopt  this  system  as  a  sensible  professional 
procedure  and  to  incorporate  it  as  a  statutory  provision 
may  cause  a  slight  elevation  of  eyebrows  in  the  more 
refined  hospital  pharmaceutical  circles.  The  majority  of 
the  provisions  set  out  in  the  model  law  are  incorporated 
in  the  Dangerous  Drug  Regulations. 

The  penal  provisions  of  the  model  law  can  only  be 
described  as  stringent.  It  is  also  suggested  that  the  courts 
could  order  deprivation  of  civil  rights  for  a  period  of  one 
to  five  years.  That  type  of  punishment  is  not  one  that 


appears  in  English  Criminal  Law.  Imprisonment  may 
deprive  a  person  of  some  of  his  civil  rights  such  as  the 
right  to  vote,  he  cannot  be  totally  deprived  of  those  rights 
as  a  punishment  without  some  other  sanction  being  present. 

In  the  miscellaneous  provisions  provision  is  made  for 
the  treatment  of  drug  addicts.  Other  provisions  in  this 
section  include  provisions  concerning  first  aid  kits  carried 
by  ships  and  aircraft. 

Article  44  (1)  provides  that  pharmacists  shall  enter  upon 
receipt  every  purchase  or  delivery  to  their  premises,  even 
without  payment,  of  drugs  and  preparations  containing 
them  in  a  special  register  with  serially  numbered  pages 
initialled  by  the  competent  local  authority.  The  authority 
inspecting  the  register  shall  require  production  of  the 
pharmacist's  diploma.  O  clarity,  what  crimes  are  com- 
mitted in  thy  name! 

Treasures  in  the  toothpaste  market 

Statistically  speaking  the  toothpaste  market  is  worth  about 
£4  million  to  chemists,  although  they  no  longer  hold  the 
major  share  of  the  total  turnover.  Another  figure  is  that 
nearly  two  million  days  were  lost  in  1967  due  to  denial 
disease,  and  the  Office  of  Health  Economics  suggest  that 
days  lost  from  that  cause  have  been  increasing  in  recent 
years.  The  same  source  suggests  that  around  17  million 
people  in  Britain  have  lost  all  their  teeth  and  that  90  per 
cent  of  those  who  still  have  teeth  left  are  in  need  of  dental 
treatment. 

The  demand  for  dental  treatment  under  the  National 
Health  Service  has  continued  to  increase  and  reached  a 
total  of  17  million  courses  in  1967. 

Such  staggering  figures  are  not  immediately  appreciated 
by  most  of  us,  "millions"  do  not  readily  translate  or  "line 
up"  with  personal  experiences,  "thousands"  are  the  maxi- 
mum unit  that  most  individuals  can  visualise,  neverthe- 
less it  is  in  millions  that  business  is  being  done,  and  each 
retailer  should  ensure  that  he  is  obtaining  his  share  in 
the  important  market  of  dental  care. 

The  most  common  of  dental  disorders  concerns  dental 
caries  or  dental  decay,  a  complex  process  that  is  not  yet 
fully  understood.  Then  there  are  problems  involving  the 
treatment  of  gum  and  jaw  irregularities  that  require  pro- 
fessional attention,  but  generally  dental  problems,  unlike 
many  medical  situations,  are  the  concern  of  the  individual. 
Questions  of  infection  rarely  arise,  nor  does  the  problem 
of  general  prophylaxis,  and  the  individual  is  not  being 
subjected  to  continuous  professional  pressure  to  take 
"evasive  action." 

However,  there  is  an  expanding  market  for  oral 
hygiene  products.  It  has  become  an  extremely  competitive 
one,  in  which  both  manufacturers  and  retailers  must  be 
active  in  order  to  obtain  or  even  maintain  their  shares  of 
the  market.  Nevertheless  it  is  one  in  which  too  many  re- 
tailers merely  leave  the  initiation  of  the  transactions  to 
the  customer.  Perhaps  that  is  why  chemists  no  longer  hold 
the  major  share  of  the  total  turnover  of  toothpastes.  The 
moral  is  there  and  action  should  be  taken.  The  market 
is  one  in  which  the  pharmacist  should  be  really  active.

Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland 


New  committee 
will  discuss 
professional  fees 

Publication  in  an  Irish  daily  newspaper 
of  an  article  on  the  lack  of  uniformity 
among  pharmacists  over  prescription 
prices  and  the  receipt  of  letters  from 
members  of  the  public  on  that  subiect 
led  to  a  discussion  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
Council  in  Dublin  on  September  9. 

Mr  M.  F.  Walsh  said  the  present 
position  pointed  to  the  need  for  a  pro- 
fessional body  to  deal  with  that  type  of 
D-ob!em.  Until  that,  was  done  it  was  the 
Society's  duty  to  take  on  the  responsibi- 
lity. He  proposed  the  setting  up  of  a 
small  committee  to  examine  the  question. 
Unless  something  was  done  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  profession  would  be  damaged. 

'Pharmacists  dishonest' 

Dr  W.  E.  Boles,  agreed.  Some  mem- 
bers of  the  public  apparently  considered 
that  pharmacists  were  dishonest.  A  joint 
committee  comprising  representatives  of 
the  Society  and  of  the  Irish  Drug  Asso- 
ciation, should  be  appointed  to  consider 
the  matter. 

Mr  J.  B.  Murphy  said  that  coding 
of  scripts  in  the  hope  that  colleagues 
would  co-operate  should  be  discontinued. 
He  thought  that  the  sooner  pharmacists 
publicised  the  fact  that  a  fixed  profes- 
sional fee  was  being  charged  on  all  pres- 
criptions the  better. 

The  registrar,  Mr  J.  G.  Coleman,  said 
it  had  been  recommended  that  replies  be 
sent  to  the  various  queries  through  the 
Irish   Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Mr  D.  J.  Kennelly  considered  an 
early  meeting  should  be  sought  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  and  Allied  Industries' 
Association  Ltd  as  the  whole  matter  of 
prices  was  closely  related  with  the  ques- 
tion of  original  packaging.  Much  of  the 
trouble  stemmed  from  the  publication  of 
price  lists  which  purported  to  recommend 
'suggested  selling  prices." 

Unfortunately  some  pharmacists  were 
reluctant  to  charge  a  professional  fee. 

Mr  M.  L.  Cashman  said  a  discussion 
with  undergraduates  recently  had  left  him 
under  no  illusion  that  they  would  have 
to  be  adequately  rewarded  for  dealing 
in  controlled  preparations  and  in  the  keep- 
ing of  records.  "They  are  looking  to  the 
70's  and  not  one  of  them  appeared  to  be 
satisfied  with  pharmacy  under  present  con- 
ditions." 

The  president,  Mr  T.  R.  Miller,  said 
none  of  them  liked  to  have  their  integrity 
called  into  question.  He  favoured  the  set- 
ting up  of  a  committee  to  deal  with  the 
matter.  That  was  agreed  on  the  motion 
of  Mr  Walsh  seconded  by  Dr  Boles. 

Mr  R.  J.  Power  said  the  fact  of  the 
matter  was  that  pharmacists  had  inherited 
a  traditional  pricing  structure.  Much  of 


the  trouble  was  brought  about  because 
originally  the  fee  had  been  described  as 
a  "dispensing  fee." 

Mr  Cashman  said  he  had  done  some 
research  into  the  costing  of  prescriptions 
on  a  time  and  motion  basis  and  had  con- 
cluded that  the  handling  of  prescriptions 
was  unremunerative.  People  paid  a  higher 
fee  to  secure  a  copy  of  a  birth  certificate 
than  they  paid  to  the  pharmacist. 

Mr  Walsh  said  he  would  like  the 
committee  to  examine  all  aspects  of  the 
remuneration  structure  but  Mr  R.  J. 
Power  thought  it  should  concern  itself 
with  the  economic  and  professional  aspects 
of  dispensing. 

Mr  M.  Costello  said  the  committee 
should  examine  the  basic  justification  for 
a  professional  fee  rather  than  the  actual 
amount  of  the  fee. 

The  question  of  establishing  a  com- 
mittee was  delegated  to  a  meeting  of  local 
council  members. 

Notifying  DDA  order  changes 

After  the  Registrar  had  read  a  letter 
from  the  Department  of  Health  enclosing 
a  copy  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1934, 
Order,  1969.  Mr  Costfi  lo  asked  if  all 
pharmacists  were  fully  aware  of  the  chan- 
ges involved? 

The  President  explained  that  of  the 
61  items  listed  only  six  were  likely  to  be 
encountered  in  normal  practice. 

It  had  not  been  thought  essential  to 
notify  the  general  members  individually 
as  notices  had  appeared  in  the  two  pro- 
fessional journals  and  national  newspapers 
had  referred  to  them. 

Mr  Walsh,  Mr  Costello  and  Dr 
Boles  spoke  in  favour  of  notifying  mem- 
bers individually  and  the  Registrar  re- 
plied that  normally  such  notices  were  sent 
out  with  the  agenda  for  the  annual  meet- 
ing. The  same  practice  would  be  followed 
in  this  instance. 

Dr  Boles  said  he  would  be  happy 
with  that  arrangement.  Some  pharmacists 
were  in  genuine  doubt  about  the  new 
list  through  ignorance  of  details,  having 
missed  the  notices  in  the  journals. 

At  the  outset  the  registrar  read  letters 
from  the  Minister  for  Health,  Mr  Childers, 
and  the  Minister  for  Education,  Mr 
Faulkner,  thanking  the  Council  for  its 
congratulations  on  their  recent  appoint- 
ments. 

The  Council  appointed  the  president, 
the  vice-president  and  Mr  Corrigan  to 
meet  representatives  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  to  consider  "bringing  all  Irish 
pharmacists  together  under  the  umbrella 
of  a  single  professional  body."  The  regis- 
trar read  a  letter  from  the  IDA  secretary, 
Mr  B.  R.  Smith,  stating  that  his  Asso- 
ciation could  not  be  committed  to  the 
proposed  change  unless  a  special  general 
meeting  of  members  was  held. 

Tributes  were  paid  to  Mr  C.  S. 
O'Connor,  a  member  of  the  teaching  staff 
of  the  College.  Fifteen  members  of  the 
Junior  Red  Cross  Society  who  had  atten- 


ded a  recent  leadership  training  course  in 
co.  Mayo  had  written  to  say  that  they 
had  been  so  impressed  with  Mr 
O'Connor's  lecture  on  drugs  that  they 
would  like  the  Council  to  arrange  a  series 
of  lectures  for  secondary  and  vocational 
students  throughout  the  country  in  the 
new  school  term. 

The  President  thought  the  students' 
suggestion  "an  excellent  one."  He  had  al- 
ready written  thanking  them  for  their  con- 
structive suggestion.  He  suggested  the 
Society  should  have  a  panel  of  lecturers. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr  Cashman  it 
was  agreed  to  write  to  Mr  O'Connor 
expressing  appreciation  of  his  efforts  and 
the  response  his  lectures  had  evoked  in 
the  students. 

A  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical  and 
Allied  Industries  Association  Ltd.  stated 
that  a  working  party  had  been  set  up  to 
investigate  the  concept  of  original  pack 
dispensing.  Members  of  Council  were  in- 
vited to  meet  Association  members  to  dis- 
cuss the  position.  It  was  agreed  to  appoint 
representatives  to  meet  members  of  the 
Association,  as  suggested. 

Mr  H.  P.  Corrigan  and  Mr  T.  B. 
O'Sullivan  were  appointed  scrutineers  to 
the  ballot  in  the  event  of  an  election  tak- 
ing place  when  the  outgoing  Council  panel 
come  up  for  re-election  next  month. 

Health  Service  negotiations 

Negotiations  with  the  Department  of 
Health  on  the  proposed  new  Health  Ser- 
vices scheme  were  reviewed  by  Mr 
Cashman  who  said  that  there  was  little 
to  report  because  of  "political  events" 
and  annual  holidays. 

As  much  as  possible  was  being  done  to 
arrive  at  terms  under  which  pharmacists 
would  be  prepared  to  engage  in  the 
scheme.  He  expected  that  negotiations 
would  be  getting  under  way  in  the  near 
future  and  the  final  offer  would  be  re- 
ferred to  members  for  their  approval. 

Mr  V.  G.  McElwee  said  that  mem- 
bers throughout  the  country  were  con- 
cerned at  the  delay.  He  understood  the 
Bill  could  be  law  within  six  months 
so  that  it  was  vital  that  the  negotiating 
committee  should  be  fully  briefed  by 
members. 

Mr  McElwee  said  that  the  local  groups 
should  be  organised  on  a  county  basis. 
It  was  also  important  to  try  to  secure 
pharmaceutical  representation  on  all  new 
regional  Health  Boards. 

Arising  out  of  the  Law  Committee  re- 
port it  was  agreed,  subject  to  the  opinion 
of  the  law  adviser,  that  proceedings  be 
instituted  against  four  people  for  brea- 
ches of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons'  re- 
gulations. 

The  registrar  was  directed  to  write  to 
a  pharmacist  to  come  before  the  Law 
Committee  next  month  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  an  explanation  in  regard  to  a 
breach  of  the  Regulations. 

It  was  reported  that  four  new  applicants 
would  be  sitting  for  the  forthcoming  sup- 
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plemental  Assistants*  Examination  in  addi- 
tion to  six  others  who  would  be  taking 
it  for  a  second  time. 

The  Council  congratulated  Mr  Lough- 
man  on  the  fine  show  he  had  put  up  in 
the  recent  Senate  elections  considering  the 
lack  of  support  he  received  from  political 
quarters.  Replying,  Mr  Loughman  said 
he  had  known  from  the  outset  that  his 
chance  of  success  was  slim  but  he  was 
deeply  honoured  for  the  trust  reposed  in 
him  by  the  Council.

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Council  has 
Reservations 
on  Green  Paper 

A  discussion  on  the  Green  Paper  on  the 
Administrative  Structure  of  the  Health 
and  Personal  Social  Services  in  Northern 
Ireland  took  place  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland  held  in  Belfast  on 
September  18. 

Mr  H.  W.  Gamble  said  the  paper  put 
forward  the  argument  for  and  against 
changing  the  present  administrative 
system.  He  did  not  favour  the  suggestion 
that  a  number  of  area  boards  should  be 
set  up  and  that  each  board  should  con- 
tract with  the  pharmacists  in  its  district 
to  provide  a  pharmaceutical  service.  While 
appreciating  the  desire  for  an  integrated 
service  he  thought  the  proposal  would 
not  be  in  the  best  interests  of  pharmacy. 

Finding  area  board  members  'difficult' 

Other  members  said  they  agreed  with 
the  views  expressed  by  Mr  Gamble.  Mr 
H.  W.  Boyd  thought  the  Northern 
Ireland  General  Health  Services  Board 
did  an  excellent  job  and  that  it  would  be 
extremely  difficult  to  find  the  right  type  of 
member  to  serve  on  the  area  boards.  Mr 
H.  W.  Campbell  wondered  who  would 
appoint  the  members  of  the  boards.  He 
felt  that  local  authorities  might  wish  to 
have  a  major  say  in  the  matter,  but  he 
would  prefer  that  the  Ministry  should 
have  to  appoint  the  members. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  secretary  should 
prepare  a  memorandum  setting  out  the 
views  expressed,  and  that  the  matter  should 
be  discussed  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  president,  Mr  B.  Flatley,  handed 
over  the  gavel  presented  to  the  Society 
by  the  Conference  Executive  at  the  closing 
session  of  the  Belfast  meeting.  It  would 
be  a  reminder,  he  said,  of  a  pleasant  week. 

Mr  Campbell  said  the  local  committee 
and  other  members  who  had  assisted 
during  the  week  deserved  the  best  thanks 
of  the  Council.  The  president  and  Mrs 
Flatley  were  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
manner  in  which  they  had  carried  out 
their  decision  not  to  cancel  the  Con- 
ference. 

Both  the  Minister  of  Health  and  Social 
Services,  Mr  Fitzsimmons,  and  the  Lord 
Mayor,  Alderman  Cairns,  had  taken  a 
great  interest  in  the  Conference,  and  the 
Committee  greatly  appreciated  the  trouble 
both  had  taken  to  meet  as  many  Con- 
ference members  as  possible. 

The  Committee  was  also  grateful  for 
the  splendid  financial  help  given  by 
members  of  the  Society  and  by  industry. 
Mr  Boyd  presented  Mr  Kerr  with  a  travel- 
ling case  in  recognition  of  the  work  he 
and  Mrs  Kerr  had  undertaken  as  hosts  at 
Queen's  Elms. 

Correspondence    from    the  Northern 


Ireland  Hospitals  Authority  was  read  about 
students  undertaking  practical  training  in 
the  pharmacy  departments  of  the  Royal 
Victoria  and  the  Belfast  City  hospitals. 
The  students  concerned,  and  the  pharma- 
cists responsible  for  supervising  their 
work,  would  be  supplied  with  a  copy  of 
the  work  syllabus  drawn  up  by  the 
Council  and  approved  by  the  authority. 
Mr  G.  E.  McIlhagger  pointed  out  that 
half  of  the  one-year  period  of  practical 
training  had  to  be  undergone  in  a  general- 
practice  pharmacy,  and  he  hoped  that 
students  who  did  the  first  six  months  in 
a  hospital  would  be  able  immediately  to 
complete  their  training  in  a  shop. 

The  Secretary  said  that  such  students 
were  advised  when  registering  to  approach 
proprietors  about  employment  to  cover 
the  second  six  months. 

Pharmaceutial 

The  constitution  of  the  Commonwealth 
Conference  was  approved  after  the  presi- 
dent had  outlined  its  aims  and  objects. 

Presenting  the  Education  Committee's 
report  Mr  Morrison  said  that  applica- 
tions for  registration  as  students  had  been 
received  from  four  candidates  during  the 
month,  making  seven  in  all  since  August  1. 
He  reminded  the  Council  that  they  would 
have  to  resume  discussions  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
about  reciprocity  that  were  to  have  taken 
place  early  in  the  year  but  had  had  to 
be  postponed.  The  report  was  adopted, 
as  was  the  report  from  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr  Hunter  raised  the  question  of 
members'  accepting  samples  for  pregnancy 
testing.  After  discussion  it  was  agreed 
to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Ethical  Com- 
mittee. 

Application  by  Mr.  W.  Brooke  Hewitt, 
1  Tavanagh  Avenue,  Portadown,  for  his 
name  to  be  restored  to  the  Register  of 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists  was  granted. 

New  officers 

Mr  Hardy  reported  that  the  small  com- 
mittee appointed  to  nominate  the  Society's 
officers  for  1969-70  had  met  and  recom- 
mended the  following: —  President,  Mr 
J.  Kerr,  Vice-president,  Mr  J.  Paul,  and 
Honorary  Treasurer,  Mr  G.  E. 
McIlhagger.  Unanimous  approval  was 
given  to  the  recommendation. 

Presenting  the  Financial  Statement  for 
the  year  ended  July  31,  Mr  McIlhagger 
said  that  expenditure,  at  £11,039,  exceeded 
income  by  £629.  It  had  to  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  retention  fee  had  been 
increased  from  £4  to  £5  5s  in  August 
1968.  That  had  resulted  in  an  increase  in 
income  of  about  £1,300.  However,  addi- 
tional office  staff  had  been  engaged  during 
the  year  and  the  cost,  together  with  ex- 
penses incurred  in  connection  with  the 
visit  of  the  Conference  and  the  Craig- 
avon scheme,  had  offset  the  increase.  He 
suggested  that  the  Finance  Committee 
should  spend  some  time  on  the  Society's 
finances  in  an  effort  to  wipe  out  the  bank 
overdraft.  The  report  was  adopted  and 
the  secretary  was  instructed  to  have  the 
accounts  printed  and  sent  to  members  with 
the  notice  convening  the  annual  meeting 
to  be  held  at  7.45  pm  on  Monday, 
October  6.

Hospital  Pharmacy  Forum 

Don't  strike — but 
do  work  to  rule 

Everyone  is  only  too  well  aware  that  the 
hospital  service  is  acutely  short  of  money. 
Almost  daily  the  newspapers  tell  us  of 
highly  sophisticated  surgical  procedures 
carried  out  in  old  and  crumbling  build- 
ings and  of  the  crying  need  for  improved 
facilities  for  the  treatment  of  the  chronic 
sick  and  mentally  ill. 

We  are  told  that  doctors  are  emigrat- 
ing to  the  United  States  in  order  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  better  opportunities 
offered  by  private  enterprise  medicine. 
The  nurses  march  in  procession  to  Down- 
ing Street  to  draw  public  attention  to  their 
poor  pay  and  conditions,  and  if  we  are 
to  believe  the  professional  journals  the 
service  is  in  serious  danger  of  imminent 
collapse  unless  it  can  recruit  more  labora- 
tory technicians,  radiographers,  physio- 
therapists, pharmacists,  etc. 

Reluctant  taxpayers 

In  fact  it  can  do  none  of  these  things 
unless  the  taxpayer  is  prepared  to  dig  very 
much  more  deeply  into  his  pocket,  and 
that  he  appears  to  be  increasingly  reluct- 
ant to  do.  His  point  of  view  was  well  put 
by  Mr  Maurice  Macmillan,  the  Opposi- 
tion spokesman  on  health  matters,  when 
he  addressed  the  annual  conference  of  the 
Association  of  Hospital  Treasurers  last 
year.  His  party  believed  that  the  taxpayer 
was  already  contributing  more  than  his 
fair  share  towards  the  support  of  the 
health  service  and  he  drew  attention  to 
the  remarkable  increase  in  popularity  of 
private  health  insurance  schemes,  some 
of  which  were  already  beginning  to  build 
their  own  hospitals  and  health  centres.  If 
returned  to  power  at  the  next  General 
Election  a  Conservative  government 
would  examine  very  closely  the  possibility 
of  giving  further  encouragement  to  pri- 
vate schemes  by  allowing  a  tax  rebate  on 
the  premiums  paid. 

It  is  clear  that  a  change  of  government 
is  not  likely  to  result  in  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  the  money  available  for  the  hos- 
pital service. 

The  hospital  pharmacist  can  hardly  be 
expected  to  view  the  position  with  equa- 
nimity. His  future  now  seems  to  depend 
on  the  results  of  an  independent  inquiry 
conducted  by  the  Working  Party  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Sir  Noel  Hall.  If  any 
suggested  improvements  to  the  hospital 
pharmaceutical  service  are  pigeon-holed  in 
order  that  the  demands  of  other  and  more 
powerful  pressure  groups  may  be  met  a 
violent  reaction  is  inevitable. 

Almost  certainly  there  will  be  a  demand 
for  what  is  now  euphemistically  termed 
"industrial  action."  but  it  would  be  wise 
to  bear  in  mind  that  events  over  the  last 
ten  years  have  demonstrated  quite  clearly 


that  many  hospitals  have  continued  to 
function  with  reasonable  efficiency  when 
the  number  of  pharmacists  in  post  has 
fallen  almost  to  nil. 

A  threat  to  withdraw  labour  is  thus  not 
likely  to  be  taken  seriously. 

Nowadays,  however,  there  are  other 
and  more  subtle  forms  of  industrial 
action,  some  of  which  might  be  particu- 
larly appropriate  for  use  by  hospital  phar- 
macists because,  if  carefully  planned,  the 
patient  would  not  be  inconvenienced. 

We  might,  for  instance,  refuse  to  co- 
operate in  the  assessment  or  collection  of 
prescription  charges  and  a  little  study 
would  recall  many  other  ways  in  which 
attention  can  be  drawn  to  our  demands. 
Admittedly  there  is  an  element  of  risk 
involved  in  that  we  may  have  to  face  the 
possibility  of  dismissal  and  perhaps  loss 
of  seniority  if  and  when  re-engaged. 

Nevertheless,  nothing  worth  while  was 
ever  won  without  taking  risks,  and  at  a 
time  when  the  possibility  of  unemploy- 
ment is  almost  negligible  the  chance  is 
probably  worth  taking.  In  fact  it  may 
prove  to  be  the  only  way  by  which  the 
Department  can  be  convinced  that  we  are 
really  dissatisfied  with  our  lot. 

Computer  study 
of  drug  handling 

The  design  study  of  information  systems 
for  the  safe  handling  of  drugs  in  hospitals 
being  undertaken  by  Queen  Elizabeth 
hospital,  Birmingham  and  the  pharmacy 
department,  University  of  Aston  (see 
C&D  February  15,  p  133)  began  on 
September  1. 

Mr  R.  H.  Leach,  chief  pharmacist, 
Birmingham  Children's  Hospital  has  been 
appointed  to  the  pharmaceutical  research 
fellowship. 

More  details  of  the  programme  to  be 
undertaken  in  the  study  have  now  become 
available.  The  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
Queen  Elizabeth  Hospital  are  currently 
using  systems  of  data  processing  in  the 
business  management  and  clinical  areas 
of  the  hospitals  as  part  of  a  major  pro- 
gramme of  computer  development,  with 
the  object  of  achieving  a  "total  hospital 
information  system." 

The  hospital  pharmacies  have  not  so 
far  been  included  in  the  programme  but 
it  was  considered  there  were  a  number 
of  problems  facing  the  service,  particularly 
drug  prescribing  and  administration,  that 
a  planned  investigation  using  computer 
facilities  might  help  to  resolve. 

Main  objects  of  the  study  are  to  design 
a  system  for  rapid  processing  of  data 
relating  to  drugs  prescribed  in  order  to 
improve  the  safety  and  efficiency  with 
which  they  are  administered,  and  which 
will  meet  the  needs  of: 
□  checks  on  dose  and  identity  of  indi- 
vidual drugs,  including  the  recognition 


of  incompatibilities  and  contra- 
indications, 

□  the  preparation  of  ward  lists  and 
administration  schedules, 

□  checks  after  administration  of  drugs, 

□  the  maintenance  of  a  permanent 
record  of  drugs  given  for  patient  care 
uses  and  statistical  analysis, 

□  costing, 

□  stock  control  and  drug  inventories. 

□  reduction  or  elimination  of  the  pos- 
sibility of  error  between  prescription 
and  administration, 

□  examination  of  the  extent  to  which 
drugs  or  combination  of  drugs  have 
a  toxic  effect  on  patients  and  from 
the  results  obtained,  to  develop  an 
"early  warning  system''  in  general 
terms  with  regard  to  specific  drugs, 
and  in  regard  to  sensitivity,  incom- 
patibility or  specific  contra-indica- 
tions  for  individual  patients. 

Particular  attention  will  also  be  paid 
to  improving  the  flow  of  information 
between  the  pharmacy  and  the  depart- 
ments it  serves  and  so  enabling  distribu- 
tions of  costs  per  patient  to  be  calculated.

The  study  is  to  take  place  in  three 
phases.  Stage  one  will  be  a  systems  analy- 
sis of  the  total  system  of  handling  drugs, 
from  receipt  in  the  pharmacy  to  adminis- 
tration to  the  patient. 

Stage  two  will  consist  of  experiments, 
data  collection  and  computer  develop- 
ments, examining  in  detail  the  key  activi- 
ties involved  in  the  process  of  drug 
prescribing  and  administration,  and 
experiments.  Data  would  be  collected  to 
enable  up-to-date  profiles  of  prescribing 
and  costing  data  to  be  prepared  for  con- 
sideration jointly  by  the  clinicians,  phar- 
macists and  nursing  staff  to  help  the 
research  team  to  understand  the  require- 
ments of  data  linkage  and  the  possibilities 
of  alternative  treatments. 

Final  stage  will  be  the  evaluation  of 
results  and  developments  and  may  involve 
a  computer  simulation  to  compare  the 
running  costs  of  the  alternative  systems. 
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urns 

More  than  ever  society  needs  plan- 
ners and  designers — in  pharmacy  as 
much  as  in  any  other  sphere.  P.  B. 
Richardson  takes  up  two  aspects : 
The  selection  of  larger  tablet  and 
capsule  containers,  and  labelling. 


In  my  time  I  have  fitted  out  five  dis- 
pensaries, so  am  quite  conscious  that 
when  it  comes  to  the  fitting  of  shelving 
one  wants  to  get  as  many  tablets  as  pos- 
sible in  a  given  space. 

Tablets  and  capsules  are  stored  alpha- 
betically in  most  dispensaries,  and  it  is 
not  usual  to  put  the  very  small  con- 
tainers in  one  alphabetical  section  and 
larger  ones  in  another.  The  normal  single 
alphabetical  arrangement  does  not  give 
much  trouble,  because  most  products  are 
in  containers  of  what  I  call  an  appro- 
priate size.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  the 
fact  that  larger  containers  from  most 
firms  are  wider  and  not  taller  than  the 
norm. 

But  some  firms  do  not  help  in  that  way 
because  of  their  annoying  "long"  con- 
tainers. Some  500-containers,  however, 
are  very  well  devised  so  far  as  height  is 
concerned.  Let  me  take  as  my  example  a 
tin  containing  only  100  tablets  and  com- 
pare it  with  an  easily  stored  500-size 
package. 

I  choose  Esidrex  K.  Juvel  500  and  Pen- 
britin  500  are  only  a  little  taller,  the  in- 
crease in  size  being  in  the  diameter. 
Their  dimensions  are  therefore  excellent 
for  storage.  Even  1,000  Panadine  co.  is 
only  just  over  1  in  more  than  100  Esidrex 
K,  as  are  many  other  well  devised  con- 
tainers. I  know  Esidrex  K  is  tall  for  a 
100-pack  but  it  illustrates  my  point. 

But  here  are  some  offenders.  500  Navi- 
dex  K  is  almost  twice  the  height  of  Juvel, 
and  500  Slow-K  is  twice  the  height.  The 
500  Parazolodin  and  1,000  Imperacin  are 
unnecessarily  taller  than  say  the  excellent- 
ly proportioned  500  Penbritin.  The  1,000 
Nembutal  is  much  more  difficult  to  store 
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Two  easy-to-read  containers  and  a  third  with 
than    the    correctly    proportioned  con- 
tainer for  1,000  Mysoline  tablets. 

Alphabetical  storing  is  made  very  diffi- 
cult by  tall  awkward  containers  for  500 
and  1,000  sizes  unless,  of  course,  the  con- 
tainers are  stored  on  their  sides — a 
method  unacceptable  to  most. 

I  know  that  in  some  of  the  instances  I 
have  quoted  the  containers  hold  tablets  or 
capsules  which  are  themselves  large,  but, 
if  the  planners  devise  containers  which 
fall  within  a  certain  range  of  sizes  storage 
would  be  much  easier,  because  the  num- 
ber of  shelves  per  wall  would  be  maxi- 
mal. In  other  words:  get  together,  talk  it 
over,  and  then  standardise. 

There  is  nothing  more  annoying  to  a 
pharmacist  who  is  attempting  to  keep  his 
dispensary  neatly  arranged  to  have  the 
effect  spoiled  by  badly  presented  labels.  At 
one  time  I  had  many  shop  rounds  in  my 
dispensary,  but  with  the  growth  of  "ethi- 
cal" products  I  had  to  remove  them.  I 
have  always  thought  much  could  be  done 
to  improve  the  labelling  of  "ethicals"  and 
welcome  changes  in  that  direction. 

Admittedly  the  majority  of  firms  have 
designers  to  produce  their  labels  which 
are  pleasant  to  the  eye,  but  why  cannot 
there  be  more  standardisation  in  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  front  part  of  the  label? 
How  much  better  the  dispensary  would 
look,  and  how  much  easier  to  read  the 
names  on  containers!  All  that  is  required 
on  the  front  is: 

the  substance  (in  large 


too  much  information  on  its  front 
by  the  characteristic  design  and  colour  of 
their  labels  anyway — information  about 
scheduled  poisons,  "dispensing  only,"  re- 
gistration of  trade  marks,  code  number 
and  so  on.  Even  formulations  could  go  on 
the  back.  A  move  in  the  direction  of 
clearer  labelling  is  provided  by  Juvel  500 
and  Ancoloxin.  Both  are  examples  of 
labels  pharmacists  like. 

Whilst  approving  the  two-tone  colour- 
ing of  the  Pro-Banthine  with  Dartalan 
label  I  think  the  formula,  the  trade  mark 
and  the  code  number  could  have  been  on 
the  back,  as  could  such  remarks  as: 
Descriptive  literature  and  directions  for  use 
are  available  to  the  physician.  Reference 
Manual  No.  15. 

Perhaps  those  trying  to  make  life  easier 
for  the  pharmacist,  who  needs  to  read  his 
labels  quickly  and  who  desires  to  improve 
the  appearance  of  his  dispensary,  will  take 
an  interest  in  such  matters  when  further 
discussion  could  ensue. 

Variation  in  sizes  wastes  space  and 
makes  alphabetical  arrangement  awkward

By  careful  design  and  the 
use  of  components  common  to  other  pro- 
jectors in  the  company's  range,  manufac- 
turing costs  in  the  new  factory  at  Kirk- 
caldy have  been  kept  to  the  economical 
minimum.  Nevertheless,  the  projector  per- 
forms well  and  is  good  value  for  money 
under  present  conditions.  One  simplifica- 
tion is  the  omission  of  fan  cooling  and 
the  12-volt  50-watt  A 1/220  lamp  is  con- 
vection cooled.  Associated  with  it  is  a 
Rank  Taylor  Hobson  designed  condenser 
system  which  gives  a  fairly  evenly  illu- 
minated screen  image. 

The  projector  is  constructed  from  metal 
pressings  and  plastic  mouldings  of  which 
the  finish  is  mainly  pale  grey  with  darker 
grey  for  the  base  and  slide  tray;  there  is 
a  smoky  transparent  lift-off  cover  to  the 
magazine  track.  The  Rank  Aldis  emblem 
is  blue  to  conform  to  the  general  Rank 
"house  colours"  and  the  nameplate  is  black 
on  silver,  giving  the  essential  details  of 
lamp  voltage  and  wattage  and  mains 
supply  voltage  and  frequency  (ac). 

The  slide-change  system  is  semi-auto- 
matic from  a  magazine  holding  thirty- 
six  standard  slides.  Pushing  in  the  trans- 
port lever  transfers  a  slide  from  the 
magazine  to  the  gate;  conversely,  pull- 
ing the  lever  back  again  returns  the  pre- 
vious slide  to  the  magazine  and  advances 
the  magazine  ready  for  showing  the  next 
slide.  This  mechanism  works  smoothly 
and  efficiently  and  there  is  a  "black-out" 
device,  operated  by  the  slide  changer,  so 
that  the  change  from  one  slide  to  the 


next  is  not  seen  as  a  flash  on  the  screen. 

The  lens  is  common  to  all  of  the  pro- 
jectors in  the  Rank  Aldis  range  and  is 
a  coated  or  bloomed  3-element  85-mm 
focal  length  f/2-5  anastigmat  of  high 
quality.  It  is,  in  fact,  one  of  the  best 
lenses  of  its  type  which  has  been  tested. 
Without  a  picture  in  the  projector  gate 
there  are  some  traces  of  colour  fringeing 
at  the  extreme  corners  of  the  maximum 
area  of  28  x  40  mm. 

The  instruction  booklet  is  clear  and 
concise  with  illustrations  to  the  relevant 
references  in  it  about  operating  pro- 
cedure. The  machine  was  set  up  according 
to  the  directions  provided  and  no  dif- 
ficulty was  experienced  in  using  the  pro- 
jector as  it  would  be  handled  with  normal 
use. 

There  are  two  British  Standards  relat- 
ing to  this  class  of  equipment,  BS  1915: 
1968  Specification  for  Still  Projectors  and 
BS  4120:  1968  Methods  for  the  Measure- 
ment of  Performance  of  Still  Projectors. 
Assessment  of  compliance  with  these 
specifications  calls  for  somewhat  sophisti- 
cated measuring  equipment  but  it  is  pos- 
sible with  simpler  and  readily  available 
test  devices  to  simulate  the  requirements. 

The  resolving  power  of  the  lens  is  one 
of  the  main  things  with  which  the  user 
is  concerned;  in  other  words,  the  projec- 
tor must  be  capable  of  putting  a  reason- 
ably sharp  picture  on  the  screen.  It  is 
possible  to  obtain  copies  of  the  recom- 
mended slide  test  pattern  as  described  in 
BS  4120:  1968,  but  there  are  several  other 
commercially  available  slides  which  pro- 
vide enough  information  to  assess  the 
lens  performance.  In  fact,  two  of  the 
Type  1000  projectors  were  obtained  for 
test  and  although  the  performance  of  the 
lenses  in  the  two  machines  differed 
slightly,  both  were  acceptable. 

The  next  matter  is  that  of  evenness  of 
screen  illumination:  here  again  the  BS 
tests  are  fairly  simple  to  simulate.  An 
ordinary  exposure  meter  can  be  used,  with 


the  cell  pointing  towards  the  projector 
(in  order  to  avoid  casting  shadows  on 
the  screen  by  attempting  to  read  the  light 
reflected  from  the  screen).  If  the  indicat- 
ing meter  is  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
meter  casing  from  the  cell  window  then 
a  hand-bag  mirror  can  be  used  to  look 
at  the  meter  dial.  The  intensity  of  illu- 
mination at  the  edges  of  the  projected 
area  should  not  be  less  than  half  of  that 
at  the  centre. 

How  hot  a  slide  gets 

For  those  with  treasured  collections  of 
colour  slides  the  heat  in  the  projector 
gate  aperture  is  most  important.  The  BS 
method  of  measurement  is  not  easily 
duplicated  outside  a  laboratory  but,  here 
again,  it  is  possible  to  obtain  a  good 
approximation  with  a  commercially  avail- 
able item.  The  one  used  was  the  Malik 
Thermoslide  (obtainable  from  Photo 
Science  Ltd,  Canvey  Island,  Essex)  which 
is  a  2  x  2  format  metal  slide  containing 
an  indicating  thermometer,  the  scale  of 
which  is  projected  on  to  the  screen.  The 
BS  specification  calls  for  a  temperature 
rise  not  exceeding  70°C  at  the  gate  of 
the  projector  when  the  room  temperature 
lies  between  20°  and  25°C  (68°  to  77°F), 
measured  after  the  lapse  of  an  hour. 

However,  for  the  user  the  important 
matter  is  how  hot  each  individual  slide 
may  be  expected  to  get.  Starting  from 
"cold"  the  projector  was  switched  on  with 
the  Thermoslide  in  the  gate  and  the  tem- 
perature rise  noted  during  a  three-minute 
period.  The  test  was  repeated  twice  more, 
each  time  beginning  with  the  projector 
cooled  to  room  temperature.  The  maxi- 
mum rise  recorded  was  36 °C  above  room 
temperature.  The  arbitrary  period  of  three 
minutes  was  chosen  because  it  is  con- 
sidered that  this  is  likely  to  be  the  longest 
time  during  which  a  slide  would  remain 
on  the  screen,  even  if  a  long  commen- 
tary had  to  be  given  about  it.  It  is  felt 
that  there  would  be  little  transfer  of  heat 
from  the  gate  metal-work  through  a 
plastic  or  cardboard  slide  mount. 

Well  light-trapped 

There  is  also  one  other  point  which  is 
too  often  overlooked  and  that  is  the 
question  of  "spill-light"  from  the  projec- 
tor itself.  At  its  worst  it  can  seriously 
degrade  the  contrast  and  quality  of  the 
picture  on  the  screen.  The  new  Rank 
Aldis  1000  is  extremely  well  light-trapped 
and,  therefore,  in  this  instance  the  point 
does  not  arise. 

The  projector  is  well  packed  in  an  over- 
printed corrugated-card  carton,  with 
folded  corrugated-card  internal  packers  to 
protect  the  machine  on  all  sides.  The 
instrument  is  wrapped  in  a  polythene 
bag  with  instruction  booklet,  guarantee 
card  (one  year)  and  the  flexible  mains 
cable  carries  a  test  tag  and  connection 
identification — the  new  standard  colour- 
coded  cable  is  supplied;  brown  for  live, 
blue  for  neutral  and  green/yellow  striped 
for  earth.

Selling  more  toothpaste 
in  the  pharmacy 

Bright  modern  premises  offering  a  full 
range  of  brands  in  self-selection  units,  and 
with  all  the  latest  promotions  and  up-to- 
date  merchandising  techniques  in  opera- 
tion. That's  today's  Mr  Average  Chemist 
.  .  .  or  is  it? 

Unfortunately,  the  answer  is  in  many 
cases  "No,"  and  the  image  the  general 
public  has  of  the  chemist  tends  to  be  less 
complimentary  to  the  profession. 

The  reason,  it  would  seem,  is  very 
simple.  Mr  Average  Chemist  is  getting  out 
of  touch  with  his  consumer  market  and 
the  modern  merchandising  facilities  that 
are  available  to  him. 

The  result  is  that  he  is  losing  out  to 
the  supermarkets,  grocers  and  other  stores 
which  are  taking  a  growing  slice  of  the 
market  that  should  be  his.  The  toiletries 
range  is  the  classic  example  of  this,  and 
toothpaste,  in  particular,  provides  an  ex- 
cellent illustration  of  the  point. 

UK  toothpaste  sales  continue  to  drift 
away  from  the  chemist's  shop.  And  yet 
practically  every  toothpaste  user  visits  a 
pharmacy  at  frequent  intervals.  Loss  of 
business  is  not  therefore  due  to  any  lack 
of  potential  buyers. 

Impulse  buying 

Other  retail  outlets  claim  the  lion's 
share  of  the  toothpaste  market  largely  due 
to  their  willingness  to  harness  modern 
selling  methods,  which  encourage  impulse 
buying.  And  research  has  shown  that 
toiletries  are  particularly  subject  to  im- 
pulse buying. 

Toothpaste  purchases  in  fact  come  close 
to  the  top  of  the  list,  so  to  regain  these 
sales  the  chemist  has  to  take  advantage 
of  the  hard  facts  about  the  consumer 
market  and  apply  them  with  up-to-date 
merchandising. 

There  is  a  remarkable  degree  of  loyalty 
to  specific  brands  and  sizes  of  toothpaste, 
so  that  consumers  are  prepared  to  shop 
around  to  get  their  particular  choice. 

About  a  quarter  of  all  supermarket 
shoppers  go  regularly  to  a  chemist  because 
the  big  store  doesn't  carry  the  full  range 
of  health  and  beauty  aids.  This  is  where 
chemists  score  because,  as  a  rule,  they 
do  offer  a  good  range.  But  this  advantage 
is  counter-balanced  by  a  tendency  among 
shoppers  making  purchases  in  chemists' 
not  to  buy  their  toothpaste  there. 

Why?  Because  nearly  a  third  of 
chemist  customers  are  very  price-conscious 
and  follow  money-off  offers  keenly.  The 
availability  of  promoted  packs  could 
go  a  long  way  in  reversing  this  trend. 

The  16  to  34  age  group  among 
consumers  provides  another  pointer  for 
the  chemist.  About  10  per  cent  of  the 
shoppers  in  this  bracket  buy  their  tooth- 
paste from  supermarkets — but  twice  as 
many  buy  from  the  chemist  shops. 
Obviously  this  is  a  section  of  the  public 


which  needs  to  be  encouraged,  for  lasting 
gains  could  be  made  here. 

Appreciation  of  the  changes  in,  and 
these  facts  about,  the  consumer  market 
are  only  half  the  solution  for  the  chemist 
looking  for  higher  toothpaste  sales.  Ex- 
ploiting that  knowledge  is  the  next  step. 

Again  there  are  research  results  to  in- 
dicate the  way  with  six  points  for  the  best 
results. 

Bright  modern  premises  are  an  obvious 
encouragement  to  the  consumer  and  well 
laid  out  self-selection  units  stimulate  much 
impulse  buying.  Proof  of  the  effectiveness 
of  this  comes  from  a  Gibbs  Proprietaries' 
spokesman,  who  said :  "Self-selection 
shops  are  taking  bigger  and  bigger 
quantities  from  us."  Increased  sales  result- 
ing from  these  units  are  not  limited  to 
toiletries,  as  a  London  suburban  chemist 
recently  discovered.  He  completely 
modernised  his  premises,  installing  full 
self-selection  systems,  and  has  established 
a  10  per  cent  increase  in  total  turnover. 

Price  conscious 

The  chemist  who  carries  a  full  range 
of  toothpaste  also  stands  to  gain  con- 
siderably, for  he  can  frequently  beat  the 
supermarkets,  with  their  fixed  smaller 
ranges,  at  their  own  game.  But,  like  his 
customer,  the  chemist  needs  to  become 
more  price-conscious  and  think  in  terms 
of  the  competition  and  of  the  opportunities 
offered  by  the  manufacturers. 

Promotions  by  manufacturers  provide 
only  some  of  these  opportunities  for  the 
chemist  to  win  increased  toothpaste  sales, 
for  he  can  exploit  the  wealth  of  experience 
and  talent  which  goes  into  these  profit- 
making  projects. 

Bright  displays  of  every  type  when  given 
the  correct  position  in  the  premises  can 
help  to  push  up  sales,  for  the  shopper  will 
buy  when  the  price  is  right. 

All  too  often  Mr  Average  Chemist  fails 
to  do  this  and  well  thought  out  displays 
are  pushed  into  poor  sites  or  not  even 
accepted.  When  one  thinks  of  the 
thousands  of  pounds  spent  in  advertising 
many  of  these  promotions  on  television, 
it's  obvious  that  the  chemist  can  only  gain 
by  using  these  displays — he  has  manufac- 
turers working  overtime  for  him  in  fact. 

Positive  brand-by-brand  control  of 
stocks  in  relation  to  sales  is  a  further 
application  of  modern  merchandising 
which  every  chemist  should  have  adopted 
by  now.  For  this  is  a  standard  practice 
of  modern  business  and  can  be  directly 
linked  with  increased  profits. 

Advice  on  all  of  these  points  is  avail- 
able from  manufacturers  like  Gibbs. 

"We  can  provide  advice  on  shelf  lay- 
out and  design  for  any  premises,"  said  a 
Gibbs  spokesman.  "Guide  lines  for  stock 
selection  and  brand  leaders  are  also  on 
tap  for  the  chemist,  and  we  can  supply 
first-class  multi-purpose  units  to  ensure 
good  promotion  of  sales." 

Continuous  progress 

Modern  marketing  methods,  like  our 
modern  society,  are  constantly  advancing 
— and  in  too  many  instances  the  chemist 
has  not  kept  up  to  date.  The  opportunities 
and  advice  are  there  for  him  to  exploit. 


Put  your  display  cards 
on  the  table 

Is  a  sales  increase  through  display  a  mere 
salesman's  pipe  dream?  All  that  high- 
pressure  talk  about  "fast-moving  consumer 
goods,"  "counter  space,"  "free-standing 
merchandising  units"  —  above  all,  that 
hardy  perennial  slogan,  "Display  it  well 
and  see  it  sell"  —  what  does  it  all  add 
up  to  in  practical  terms? 

Market  research  may  "prove"  this,  and 
market  research  may  "prove"  that,  but 
the  fact  that  an  intelligent  use  of  shop 
facilities,  combined  with  a  judicious  selec- 
tion of  the  better-quality  merchandising 
aids,  can  make  a  substantial  difference 
to  consumer  offtake  is  indisputable.  One 
has  only  to  look  at  the  more  successful 
supermarkets  to  realise  that  the  plaudits 
of  the  salesman  cannot  be  entirely 
ignored. 

One  of  the  problems  facing  the  phar- 
macy of  today  is  the  sheer  proliferation 
of  branded  goods  available  to  the  general 
public  —  all  of  them,  of  course,  "heavily 
backed  by  massive  advertising  pro- 
grammes" and  consumer  competitions  that 
are  "bound  to  create  a  huge  demand."  Not 
to  mention  special  discounts,  bonus  offers, 
premium  offers,  self-liquidating  offers,  3d, 
4d,  5d,  6d,  and  Is  off  offers.  Against  this 
overwhelming  promotional  flood,  what  can 
actually  be  done  by  the  pharmacist  so 
that  he  himself  may  benefit. 

Advertising  really  does  matter.  If  a 
manufacturer  can  provide  convincing  evi- 
dence, in  detail,  that  he  is  conducting  a 
"massive  campaign,"  then  you  can  take 
advantage  of  it  by  arranging  a  display  of 
his  advertised  goods  at  the  same  time. 
Press  and  television  advertising  needs  the 
support  of  point-of-sale  reminders  to 
really  effectively  stimulate  purchases. 

But  display  is  not  just  a  matter  of  put- 
ting one  bottle  somewhere  on  a  shelf. 
It  means  a  deliberately  created  area,  a 
mass  display  sited  to  catch  the  customer's 
eye,  either  in  the  window  or  on  the  coun- 
ter. Better  20  bottles  of  a  currently  adver- 
tised line  than  20  different  packs  of  lines 
for  which  there  is  only  an  occasional 
seasonal  request  by  the  elderly. 

Select  for  display 

You  cannot  adequately  display  every- 
thing you  stock.  Select  those  lines  you 
want  to  push,  bearing  in  mind  the  im- 
pulse purchaser.  Customers  can  easily  get 
"pack  drunk."  Pay  particular  attention 
to  window  displays.  The  woman  in  the 
street  is  as  much  a  customer  as  the  woman 
in  the  shop.  Be  colour-conscious.  Use  pack 
colours  as  a  means  of  compelling  the 
customer's  attention.  That's  why  colour 
was  used  by  the  manufacturer! 

Don't  always  throw  showcards,  stickers 
and  the  like  straight  into  the  wastepaper 
basket.  Select  those  that  will  appeal  to 
your  customers  —  and  use  them.  After 
all,  they're  free. 

Study  your  customers'  wants  in  detail  — 
and  take  advantage  of  your  knowledge  and 
expertise.  That  way  lies  profit.  Arrange 
product  groups  logically  —  and  label 
them:  cosmetics,  pharmaceuticals,  photo- 
graphic, baby  goods,  etc.  If  possible,  al- 

continued  overleaf 
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ways  use  moving  sales  aids.  Movement 
is  as  important  as  colour;  it  attracts  the 
eye  and  acts  as  a  salesman  for  you. 

Always  place  the  pack  alongside  its 
display  piece.  No  design  or  photographic 
skill  can  sell  as  well  as  the  real  thing. 
Get  the  customer  to  handle  the  product 
and  you  are  more  than  half  way  towards 
a  sale. 

Those  are  ten  suggestions.  Simple  may- 
be, certainly  not  original,  but  practical 
and  sound.  There  is  no  opportunity  now 
to  go  into  too  much  detail,  but  it  may 
help  to  consider  one  product  and  see  how 
the  precepts  advanced  above  stand  up  to 
the  test. 

Let  us  consider  toothbrushes.  Familiar 
enough  the  general  toothbrush  situation: 
unexploited  market,  poor  "repeats,"  a 
number  of  individual  brands,  one  domin- 
ant market  leader,  not  much  brand  aware- 
ness, not  much  advertising. 

It's  an  unpromising  situation  —  and  you 
can't  refuse  to  stock  toothbrushes.  But 
take  heart,  for  two  things  are  happening 
in  the  toothbrush  market  that  could  give 
you  a  good  opportunity. 

Social  evils 

The  Government  and  the  dental  profes- 
sion are  becoming  increasingly  alarmed 
at  dental  decay  throughout  the  country, 
especially  among  children.  The  awareness 
is  good,  for  not  only  is  it  an  awareness 
of  the  social  evils  of  dental  decay  but 
it  is  also  a  strong  incentive  for  the  public 
to  shake  off  its  toothbrush-complacency 
and  get  to  grips  with  a  personal  problem, 
the  remedy  for  which  lies  partly  in  their 
own  hands. 

One  company  in  particular  is  currently 
very  active  in  this  field  —  Wilkinson 
Sword.  Since  taking  on  the  UK  distribu- 
torship of  Jordan  toothbrushes,  Wilkin- 
sons have  brought  to  bear  the  full  weight 
of  their  marketing  experience,  knowledge 
and  expertise.  Nor  will  they  be  satisfied 
with  "peanuts"  by  way  of  a  market  share. 

And  Wilkinsons  are  backing  it  all  up 
with  appropriate  advertising.  Not  timid, 
general  claims  that  will  not  cut  any  ice 
with  the  most  enthusiastic  toothbrush 
buyer,  but  bold,  striking  and  challenging 
claims  that  have  been  skilfully  placed 
in  advertising  media  that  toothbrush 
buyers  are  known  to  read. 

Perhaps  there's  nothing  very  new  about 
all  this  —  except  that  Wilkinsons  have 
had  the  wit  to  recognise  that  the  marketing 
techniques  favoured  by  the  "big  consumer 
goods  boys"  are  no  less  applicable  in  the 
relatively  much  smaller  toothbrush  market. 

Do  not  overlook  all  this  when  it  comes 
down  to  a  practical  level  in  your  phar- 
macy. If  you  do,  you  throw  away  money 
— your  money.  All  this  marketing  effort 
comes  to  a  climax  on  your  counter.  Maybe 
you  won't  have  room  for  ten  Jordan  dis- 
play units,  but  if  you  can't  use  five  you'll 
be  reducing  your  chances  of  profit. 

For  of  one  thing  you  .an  be  certain: 
customers  coming  in  to  you  will  be 
intending  to  ask  for  Jordan.  What  your 
display  needs  to  do  is  to  eliminate  the 
risk  that,  because  of  the  distractions  of 
all  the  other  lines  you  stock,  they  may 
forget — :ind  then  get  their  Jordan  tooth- 
brush elsewhere.  That  would  be  your  loss. 


Infamark  try  again 
with  a  'six  point'  plan 

Infamark  Ltd  have  revised  their  scheme 
for  supplying  samples  of  baby  products 
to  expectant  mothers  through  chemists' 
shops  and  have  produced  a  "six  point 
marketing  plan"  for  1970. 

The  Mother-to-be  Service  will  concen- 
trate on  three  areas — London  and  south- 
east England;  east  and  west  Midlands; 
and  the  north-west  and  Yorkshire. 

Target  for  the  distribution  of  the 
Mother-to-be  boxes  in  1970  will  be  50  per 
cent  of  the  birth  rate  in  each  area,  not  as 
in  the  preceding  campaign  80  per  cent. 

There  will  be  three  packing  periods 
during  the  year  for  each  area.  Advertising 
to  the  public  will  begin  in  February  in 
the  south-east  region,  March  in  the  north- 
west and  April  in  the  Midlands  and  sub- 
sequently at  three-monthly  intervals. 

A  merchandising  team  will  cover  each 
area  during  each  of  the  three  distribution 
periods  in  the  area  to  ensure  maximum 
distribution  and  display  and  to  inform 
chemists  and  assistants  about  the  service. 

Each  distribution  will  be  supported  by 
substantial  cooperative  Press  advertising. 
On  Southern  Television  it  is  planned 
to  use  60-sec  peak-time  spots. 

Books  of  vouchers  may  be  included 
in  the  box  by  manufacturers  wishing  to 
encourage  repeat  sales. 

In  conjunction  with  Retail  Audits  Ltd 
the  Mother-to-be  Service  will  supply 
manufacturers  with  retail  audit  figures  for 
products  included  in  the  gift  boxes. 

Consumers  will  be  required  to  fill  in  a 
control  card  which  will  provide  statistical 
information  available  to  all  participants. 

Vestric  Ltd  will  continue  to  supply  the 
boxes  to  chemists,  who  may  order  accord- 
ing to  their  requirements.  Infamark  claim 
that  70  per  cent  of  chemists,  excluding 
Boots,  Ltd,  are  taking  part  in  their  current 
scheme  in  the  Midlands. 

Packing  for  the  first  box  for  the  south- 
east region  begins  on  November  17  and 
manufacturers  have  until  November  1  to 
decide  whether  to  participate.  Distribu- 
tion to  chemists  begins  January  1,  1970.

Pepper  prices  rise 
sharply 

London,  September  24:  A  sharp  rise  in 
the  prices  quoted  for  peppers  was  a 
feature  of  a  generally  quiet  week  in  the 
crude  drugs  market.  White  Sarawak,  which 
had  been  firm  at  3s  10yd  lb  spot  last  week, 
was  quoted  at  6s  6d  and  prices  were  still 
fluctuating  from  day  to  day.  The  ship- 
ment price  moved  up  from  3s  7d  to  6s  4yd 
while  the  black  variety  was  4s  2yd  against 
2s  10yd. 

Last  week's  forecast  that  celery  seeds 
might  pass  the  1,000s  cwt  mark  is  con- 
firmed with  shipment  now  quoting  at 
1.050s  cwt.  Other  seeds  generally  remained 
firm.  Alleppy  green  cardamoms  were  2s 
lb  higher  for  shipment  and  turmeric 
moved  forward  by  25s  cwt  to  360s  cif.

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Fluoride  toothpastes 
and  dental  decay 


'Fluoridation  of  water  supplies  at  the 
level  of  1  ppm  is  a  highly  effective  way 
of  reducing  dental  decay  and  is  completely 
safe." 

So  said  the  Government's  Committee  on 
Research  into  Fluoridation  in  a  report 
published  in  July  after  a  careful  study  of 
results  achieved  so  far  in  the  United  King- 
dom. However,  fluoridation  of  water 
supplies,  although  well  documented  scien- 
tifically, is  a  highly  emotional  and  poli- 
tical subject,  and  there  are  many  who 
would  prefer  to  add  fluoride  to  their  diets 
voluntarily  than  have  it  forced  upon  them. 

One  of  the  simplest  methods  of  increas- 
ing the  intake  of  fluoride  is  to  use  a 
fluoride  toothpaste.  But  what  is  the  scien- 
tific basis  for  claims  that  they  do,  in 
fact,  assist  in  the  prevention  of  dental 
caries?  More  work  has  been  done  than 
might  be  supposed  and  much  of  it  was 


well  summarised  last  year  at  a  symposium 
presented  by  the  Academy  of  Medicine  of 
New  Jersey  in  conjunction  with  the 
Colgate-Palmolive  Research  Centre. 

Professor  Volker,  executive  vice-presi- 
dent, University  of  Alabama,  opened  the 
symposium  by  reviewing  the  history  of 
the  knowledge  of  the  role  of  fluoride  in 
dental  disease,  pointing  out  that  it  was 
almost  one  hundred  years  ago  that  Dr 
Magitot  suggested  the  importance  of 
fluoride  in  preventing  dental  disease. 

The  speaker  indicated  the  research  work 
that  led  to  it  being  established  that  the 
topical  application  of  fluoride  is  effective 
in  reducing  dental  decay.  He  concluded: 
"Once  the  value  of  topical  application 
had  been  established,  the  tedious  and  less 
dramatic  but  all  important  task  of  deter- 
mining the  most  effective  form  of  therapy 
remained.  The  desirability  of  developing 
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Fluoride 

continued 

an  effective  fluoride  dentifrice  was  un- 
questioned. Initially  that  objective  was 
delayed  by  problems  in  formulating  tooth- 
pastes that  assured  maximum  release  of 
the  active  ingredient.  More  recently,  it 
has  demanded  that  the  effectiveness  of  the 
various  fluoride  toothpastes  be  compared."' 

Professor  Bibby,  Director  of  the  East- 
man Dental  Centre,  reviewed  recent 
clinical  trials  in  North  America  into  the 
effects  of  topical  applications  by  the  den- 
tist of  stannous  fluoride,  sodium  fluoride 
and  acid  phosphate  sodium-fluoride  solu- 
tions. He  concluded  that  none  of  the  salts 
had  been  proven  superior,  but  did  point 
out  that  consistently  high  reductions  were 
reported  in  tests  of  frequent  application 
of  fluoride  gels. 

Professor  Bibby  then  reviewed  results 
published  in  the  past  five  years  of  about 
a  dozen  clinical  tests  on  fluoride-contain- 
ing dentifrices  and  drew  the  general  con- 
clusion that  it  was  possible  to  compound 
a  number  of  different  types  having  com- 
parable effects  in  retarding  caries.  He  did 
however,  indicate  that  a  monofluoro- 
phosphate  toothpaste  gave  27  per  cent 
greater  reduction  of  decayed,  missing  or 
filled  (DMF)  surfaces  than  a  stannous 
fluoride  dentifrice  and  that  if  such  results 
could  be  satisfactorily  confirmed  it  would 
represent  a  forward  step  in  the  develop- 
ment of  caries  control  by  dentifrices. 

Recent  clinical  trials  outside  North 
America  were  reviewed  by  Professor 
Duckworth  who  referred  to  studies  with 
fluoride  tablets,  fluoride  in  table  salt  or 
bread  and  the  only  three  studies  of  topical 
fluoride  applications  outside  North 
America. 

He  suggested  that  the  waning  enthu- 
siasm for  topical  studies  might  in  part  be 
due  to  the  daunting  economic  factors 
needing  to  be  solved  before  topical  appli- 
cations could  be  made  widely  available  as 
a  public  health  measure. 

Method  of  choice 

Self-application  to  the  teeth  of  solution 
containing  fluoride  might  permit  the  eco- 
nomic difficulties  to  be  resolved — there 
have  been  studies  of  mouthrinses  and 
brush-on  solutions.  Both  methods  have 
proved  successful  and  Professor  Duck- 
worth suggested  that  the  brushing  tech- 
nique could  be  the  method  of  choice. 

The  speaker  then  reviewed  the  results 
of  twelve  clinical  trials  of  fluoride  denti- 
frices, evaluating  various  fluoride  salts  in 
differing  abrasive  systems.  Results  ranged 
from  the  encouraging,  obtained  in  a  single 
study  of  a  sodium  fluoride/acrylic  abrasive 
dentifrice,  to  the  less  conclusive,  as  with  a 
number  of  tests  on  stannous  fluoride 
dentifrices. 

Tooth  staining,  said  Professor  Duck- 
worth, could  militate  against  the  accept- 
ability of  such  a  dentifrice  for  general 
use.  In  two  large  clinical  studies  the  in- 
vestigators had  reported  that  the  stannous 
fluoride  dentifrice  was  associated  with 
three  times  as  much  staining  as  the  con- 


trol preparations,  whereas  monofluoro- 
phosphate  dentifrice  did  not  increase  the 
level  of  staining  above  that  found  in  the 
control  preparation. 

Professor  Duckworth  concluded  his 
paper  with  the  following  summary :  ''It 
is  always  difficult  to  make  meaningful 
comparisons  between  the  results  of  studies 
carried  out  by  different  teams  of  investi- 
gators working  under  dissimilar  condi- 
tions. However,  the  general  trend  of  the 
finding  reviewed  here  suggests  that  it  is 
safe  to  conclude  that  fluoride-containing 
dentifrices  will  reduce  the  incidence  of 
new  DMF  surfaces  by  about  20  per  cent. 
The  clinical  significance  of  this  reduction 
is  that  the  adolescent  user  of  a  fluoride 
dentifrice  can  reasonably  expect  to  have 
approximately  one  half  to  one  fewer 
carious  surface  per  year.  There  is  no 
certain  evidence  that  any  one  fluoride/ 
abrasive  system  is  substantially  superior 
to  any  other  in  reducing  the  incidence  of 
new  lesions,  although  the  published  data 
show  that  dentifrices  containing  sodium 
monofluorophosphate  do  not  increase  stain 
on  teeth,  whereas  those  containing  stan- 
nous fluoride  do." 

Effectiveness  confirmed 

Dr  Volpe,  of  the  Colgate-Palmolive 
Research  Centre,  then  introduced  Profes- 
sor Thomas  and  Dr  Mergele  who  were  to 
report  the  results  of  three  clinical  trials 
previously  unpublished  and  which  con- 
firmed the  effectiveness  of  a  dentifrice 
with  sodium  monofluorophosphate  in 
reducing  dental  decay. 

Dr  Volpe  outlined  the  reason  why  the 
Colgate-Palmolive  Research  Centre  had 
chosen  to  develop  a  dentifrice  with  sodium 
monofluorophosphate  as  the  fluoride  of 
choice.  The  reasons  he  gave  were : 

More  neutral  pH  than  stannous  fluoride. 

Greater    stability    to    oxidation  and 

hydrolysis  than  stannous  fluoride. 

Greater    compatibility     with  calcium 

polishing  agents  in  dentifrice. 

Freedom  from  stannous  fluoride  tooth 

staining. 

Indicated  reduction  of  tooth  hypersensi- 
tivity. 

Indicated    superiority    over  stannous 

fluoride  dentifrice  in  caries  reduction. 

Those  reasons  resulted  in  the  setting  up 
of  a  number  of  clinical  trials,  the  three 
most  recent  of  which  were  reported  by 
Thomas  and  Mergele. 

Professor  Thomas,  University  of  Ala- 
bama School  of  Dentistry,  presented  a 
paper  on  the  effect  of  a  combination  of 
two  cariostatic  agents  on  dental  decay  in 
children.  The  double-blind  study  was  car- 
ried out  in  six  residential  homes  in  an  area 
where  the  water  did  not  contain  an  appre- 
ciable concentration  of  fluoride  ions.  The 
subjects,  8-16  years  of  age,  used  the  denti- 
frices twice  daily  under  supervision  over  a 
two  year  period.  The  two  experimental 
dentifrices  both  contained  sodium  mono- 
fluorophosphate and  differed  only  in 
foaming  agent.  Both  sodium  monofluoro- 
phosphate dentifrices  showed  a  reduction 
in  dental  decay  of  about  34  per  cent  when 
compared  with  the  control  dentifrices. 

Dr  Mergele,  director  of  dental  public 
health,  Houston,  reported  the  results  of  a 


supervised  brushing  study  in  state  institu- 
tion schools.  Two  schools  for  the  mentally 
retarded  and  a  school  for  the  blind  and 
deaf  provided  subjects  for  the  study.  Since 
the  children  were  resident  the  use  of  the 
dentifrices  could  be  supervised  three  times 
a  day.  The  water  did  not  contain  any 
significant  amounts  of  fluoride. 

A  total  of  686  subjects,  7-21  years  of 
age,  completed  the  study  in  which  a  mono- 
fluorophosphate, and  a  stannous  fluoride 
toothpaste  were  compared  with  a  control. 
After  22  months  the  monofluorophosphate 
toothpaste  showed  a  decay  reduction  of  21 
per  cent  when  compared  with  the  control 
toothpaste. 

Dr  Mergele  then  went  on  to  describe  a 
second  study  in  Houston  where  the  water 
contains  one  part  per  million  of  fluoride. 
Toothbrushing  was  supervised  but  the 
children  were  urged  to  clean  their  teeth 
twice  a  day  at  home. 

In  the  study  three  dentifrices  were  com- 
pared with  a  control  toothpaste.  All  were 
commercially-available  toothpastes,  one  a 
non-fluoride,  one  a  stannous  fluoride  and 
one  monofluorophosphate.  Only  the  mono- 
fluorophosphate toothpaste  demonstrated 
a  statistically  significant  reduction  (17  per 
cent)  when  compared  with  the  control 
toothpaste. 

Dr  Mergele  concluded  his  report  by 
stating :  "The  investigation  of  the  cario- 
static effectiveness  of  dentifrices  among 
subjects  residing  in  a  community  with 
fluoride  in  the  water  presents  a  severe 
trial  since  fluoride  in  the  water  does  such 
an  outstanding  job  of  preventing  caries  in 
the  approximal  surfaces  which  are  the 
surfaces  where  dentifrices  usually  exert 
their  greatest  reduction". 

The  final  presentation  of  the  sympo- 
sium was  a  summary  by  Dr  Volpe  on  the 
clinical  findings  with  monofluorophosphate 
dentifrices.  The  studies  were  those  con- 
ducted by  Professor  Moller  in  Denmark, 
Dr  Fanning  in  Australia,  Professor  Erics- 
son in  Sweden  and  Dr  Naylor  in  England. 
Seven  clinical  studies  which  had  ran  for 
22  months  to  three  years  were  cited  and 
showed  statistically  significant  reductions 
ranging  from  15  per  cent  to  34  per  cent 
when  compared  with  a  control  dentifrice. 

Meal 
formula 

Dr  Volpe  concluded  :  "A  dentifrice  con- 
taining 0-76  per  cent  sodium  monofluoro- 
phosphate and  sodium  N-lauroyl  sarco- 
sinate  has  been  shown  to  be  clinically 
effective  in  reducing  the  incidence  of  new 
caries  when  compared  to  control  denti- 
frice. In  addition,  this  dentifrice  has  been 
shown  to  be  clinically  free  of  stannous 
fluoride  staining  problems,  to  be  clinically 
effective  in  the  treatment  of  tooth  hyper- 
sensitivity, and  to  be  clinically  superior  to 
a  commercially  available  stannous  fluoride- 
calcium  pyrophosphate  dentifrice  in  pre- 
venting new  caries." 
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Themnew  'disease

Hypersensitivity  of  the  teeth  is  a  con- 
dition that  has  been  with  us  ever  since 
human  beings  have  been  eating  prepared 
foods,  as  opposed  to  raw,  natural  foods. 

To  explain  this  condition  it  is  necessary 
to  understand  the  anatomy  of  the  tooth. 

The  tooth  is  a  complicated  compound 
of  materials  (see  illustration)  outside  and 
above  the  gum  is  the  crown,  made  of 
shining  crystalline  enamel.  With  good  in- 
fant feeding  and  the  right  elements  in  the 
diet,  such  as  fluorine,  the  enamel,  built 
before  the  teeth  erupts,  can  be  produced 
with  few,  if  any,  of  the  faults  which  in 
later  life  allow  bacteria  to  penetrate  and 
cause  decay. 

Inside  the  enamel  is  the  dentine,  tra- 
versed by  minute  tubules  through  which 
nerves  run  from  the  central  nerve  in  the 
pulp,  at  the  heart  of  the  tooth. 

Just  below  the  neck,  and  covering  the 
whole  of  the  root  outside  the  dentine,  is 
the  cementum  which  is  structually  similar 
to  dentine. 

The  pulp  consists  of  a  mesh  work  of 
nerves  and  capillaries;  it  is  from  here  that 
nerves  run  through  the  cementum  and 
dentine.  At  the  junction  of  the  enamel  and 
dentine  the  nerves  come  from  a  thick  ex- 
tremely sensitive  mesh.  It  is  this  area  that 
hurts  most  if  drilled  upon  or  exposed. 

At  the  neck,  the  enamel  comes  to  a  fine 
edge  which  gets  worn  and  brushed  away 
by  poor  or  wrong  cleaning.  Therefore, 
when  the  exposed  dentine  is  touched  or 
sweet/sour  liquids  are  swilled  around  it, 
acute  pain  is  experienced.  The  gum  can 
also  be  pushed  away  from  the  neck  by 
wrong  cleaning  and  again,  when  the 
cementum  of  the  root  is  touched,  a  sharp 
pang  is  felt. 

Twenty  years  ago  man  did  not  expect 
to  keep  his  teeth  longer  than  about  forty 
years,  and  usually  much  less.  We  now 
keep  them  much  longer.  But  during  this 
longer  period  we  wear  them  away  much 
more  by  attrition,  abrasion  and  incorrect 
tooth-cleaning  procedures.  In  this  way 
vastly  more  sensitive  areas  are  produced. 
This  is  called  the  "new"  dental  disease. 

Sufferers  cannot  eat  hot  or  cold  foods 
and  liquids.  Cold  air  or  normal  brushing 
can  cause  actual  pain.  Pain  may  be  so 
severe  and  so  regular  as  to  constitute  a 
psychological  problem  for  the  patient.  It 
becomes  a  social  problem  when  matters 
of  youthful  appearance  and  good  health 
seem  affected. 

This  widely  spread,  but  little  discussed 
affliction,  is  called  dental  hypersensitivity. 

Nearly  two  thirds  of  all  adult  men  and 
women  have  some  or  all  of  their  natural 
teeth  and  are  potential  sufferers.  Neither 
age  nor  sex  make  any  difference. 

Research  indicates  that  31  per  cent  of 
men  and  35  per  cent  of  women  feel  sen- 
sitivity. 

So  far  as  age  is  concerned: 

39  per  cent  are  afflicted  in  the  16-34 
age-group; 

37  per  cent  in  the  35-44; 

20  per  cent  in  the  45  plus  group. 

Even  children  are  not  spared.  Their 
commonly  observed  reaction  to  cold  foods 
and  liquids  may  arise  because  their  tooth 
structure  is  less  mature  and  does  not 
have  the  heavier  protective  structure 
found  ill  adults. 


In  the  course  of  a  general  dental  prac- 
tice some  patients  complain  of  'sensitive 
teeth.'  But  in  many  patients  with  the  same 
affliction,  their  sensitivity  is  unreported 
and  may  go  unnoticed  and  untreated. 

Why  should  this  be  so?  For  the  simple 
reason  that  most  people  with  this  common 
affliction  do  not  realise  its  basic  cause 
or  know  what  to  do  about  it. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  endure  this  pain. 
If  teeth  are  very  sensitive  a  dentist  should 
be  consulted,  because  the  cause  may  be 
some  deep-rooted  condition  which  only  he 
can  correct.  If  the  condition  is  due  to  " 
'hypersensitivity'  he  may  advise  the  use 
of  some  desensitising  agent. 

It  has  been  discovered  that  strontium 
chloride  is  an  efficient  desensitising  agent 
which  builds  up  a  protection  insulation, 
has  no  discolouring  effect,  and  is  non- 
toxic.

□  A  reasonably  soft  toothpaste  such  as 
Sensodyne  should  be  used  —  one  having  a 
cleaning  agent  that  will  remove  a  high 
proportion  of  the  'dental  plaque'. 

□  The  teeth  should  always  be  brushed  with 
an  up-and-down  action  so  that  every  par- 
ticle of  food  which  might  lurk  between  the 
teeth  is  brushed  away.  Attacking  only  the 
front  teeth  with  an  enamel  abrading,  to- 
and-fro  action  is  not  the  way  to  clean 
teeth. 

□  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  gums 
need  gentle  stimulation.  They  are  as  sen- 
sitive as  the  lips,  and  to  rake  away  at 
them,  especially  with  an  over-hard  tooth- 
brush is  asking  for  trouble. 

□  Teeth  should  be  cleaned  as  soon  as 
possible  after  drinking  tea  or  coffee:  re- 
membering that  anything  that  can  leave 
a  stain  on  china  can  leave  a  stain  on  the 
precious  enamel  of  the  teeth. 
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The  toothless  ones 


Britain  has  one  dentist  for  every  3,288 
people  compared  with,  say,  Sweden's  one 
dentist  per  1,500  people.  In  1964-65  (the 
most  recent  figures  available),  740,000  days 
of  work  were  lost  through  dental  diseases. 
Britons  spend  more  on  getting  their  hair 
done  (£175  million)  than  they  do  on  caring 
for  their  teeth  (£100  m).  One  child  in 
eight  will  need  complete  dentures  before 
the  age  of  21  years,  say  the  General 
Dental  Council.  Four  tons  of  teeth  are  ex- 
tracted from  6  million  children  each  year. 

More  than  a  quarter  of  the  population 
of  England  and  Wales  have  lost  all  their 
own  teeth.  That  staggering  figure — an  esti- 
mated 17,000,000 — is  based  on  the  recently 
released  results  of  a  large-scale  survey  con- 
ducted by  the  Office  of  Health  Economics. 

This  is  just  one  more  pointer  to  the 
appalling  state  of  the  nation's  teeth.  The 
cost  of  dentistry  is  now  well  above  the 
£100  million  mark  —  second  only  to  the 
cost  of  mental  illness,  and  exceeding  by 
far  money  spent  on  more  publicised  ill- 
nesses like  heart  disease,  bronchitis  or 
tuberculosis.  Yet  90  per  cent  of  people 
with  their  own  teeth  are  estimated  to  be 
in  need  of  dental  treatment. 

Another  report  indicates  that  one  out  of 
every  twenty  schoolchildren  has  been 
fitted  with  a  complete  set  of  dentures  be- 
fore leaving  school.  Over  the  age  of  45, 
about  half  the  population  has  lost  all  its 
teeth. 

What  are  the  causes  of  caries?  What 
can  be  done  to  prevent  it?  And  how  can 
a  person  with  partial  dentures  prevent  the 
rest  of  his  teeth  from  decaying? 

Most  authorities  agree  that  sugary  food 
and  drink,  cyclamates  an  1  carbohydrates 
are  the  villains  of  the  piece.  In  Britain, 
more  sweets  and  sugar  are  eaten  per  head 
of  the  population  than  in  any  other  coun- 
try. We  have  worse  teeth — and  propor- 
tionately fewer  dentists — than  most  other 
"advanced"  countries. 

From  a  medical  point  of  view  the  im- 


portant reason  for  keeping  ones  own  teeth 
as  long  as  possible  is  that  the  longer 
natural  teeth  remain  in  the  mouth  the 
better  the  "gum  base"  on  which  to  fit 
dentures.  Similarly,  if  a  small  child  has 
to  have  its  first  teeth  extracted  before  they 
fall  out  naturally,  the  second  teeth  may 
not  grow  through  into  their  correct  posi- 
tions. 

But   the  outlook   isn't   entirely  black.

The  same  food 
particles  and  bacteria  that  caused  natural 
teeth  to  decay  may  not  physically  effect 
your  dentures,  but  can  be  sources  of  bad 
breath  and  lead  to  internal  upsets  to 
general  health. 

Lack  of  oral  hygiene  may  start  to  cause 
decay  on  the  sound  teeth  next  to  them. 

There  is  a  definite  embarrassment  factor 
among  people  with  dentures.

One  sort  of  lullaby 
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Denture  cleansers-a  case 
for  expert  advice 


The  diet  of  primitive  man  was  crude,  and 
in  teeth  of  the  Stone  Age  period  caries  is 
rare.  Dental  decay  appeared  in  Europe  in 
the  Neolithic  period,  2,000  to  3,000  BC, 
but  only  2-9  per  cent  of  skulls  of  that 
period  found  in  Britain  showed  signs  of 
dental  decay.  During  the  Roman  occupa- 
tion 28-6  per  cent  had  caries,  showing  the 
effects  of  refinements  in  the  diet,  while  in 
the  Anglo-Saxon  period  which  followed 
the  Roman  withdrawal  the  proportion  of 
decay  fell  to  15-7  per  cent.  The  number 
of  people  with  caries  today  is  practically 
100  per  cent.  There  are  two  theories  of 
how  teeth  decay.  The  acidogenic  theory 
stipulates  that  first  the  mineral  in  the 
enamel  is  affected  and  then  the  softer  sub- 
stance known  as  dentine.  The  proteolytic 
theory  supposes  that  the  first  part  of  the 
tooth  to  suffer  damage  is  the  protein  or 
organic  part,  and  that  when  this  is 
damaged  microscopic  pathways  are  pro- 
vided through  the  enamel  so  that  the  den- 
tine can  be  attacked.  In  both  theories  the 
initial  damage  is  thought  to  occur  as  the 
result  of  bacterial  and  acid  action  in 
food  debris. 

Higher  standard  of  living 

The  rise  in  tooth  decay  can  be  shown 
to  be  related  to  rise  in  the  standard  of 
living.  The  introduction  of  sugar  into  the 
diet,  and  the  roller  milling  of  grain  to  pro- 
duce finer  flour,  have  greatly  increased  the 
caries  rate.  When  flour  was  produced  by 
stone-milling  a  coarser  flour  resulted 
which  helped  to  scour  the  teeth.  Today's 
flour  produces  bread  that  forms  a  sticky 
mass  on  the  teeth. 

Despite  the  wide  variety  of  denture 
cleaners  on  the  market,  26  per  cent  of 
denture  wearers  use  an  ordinary  tooth- 
paste to  clean  their  dentures,  11  per  cent 
use  soap  and  water  alone,  five  per  cent 
use  bleach,  and  7  per  cent  brush  occa- 
sionally with  salt,  Vim.  Ajax  or  tooth 
powder.  Although  dentists  recommend 
that  dentures  should  be  cleaned  by  brush- 
ing, about  half  of  denture  wearers  usually 
clean  by  soaking. 

To  fill  the  cavity  revealed  by  these  re- 
search findings,  a  product  was  developed 
by  Unicliffe  Ltd,  Sandwich,  Kent,  that  in- 
corporates the  major  attributes  of  both  a 
tooth  and  a  denture  cleanser,  and  is  effec- 
tive and  convenient  in  use.  The  product 
is  Dentifresh. 

In  cleaning  the  denture  a  soft  brush 
should  be  used,  as  it  reaches  the  awkward 
places  between  teeth  better  than  a  stiff 
one.  What  cleans  and  polishes  the  teeth 
is  the  toothpaste,  not  the  brush.  Teeth 
should  be  brushed  with  a  rolling  action 
from  the  gums  towards  the  biting  edges  of 
the  teeth.  That,  too,  helps  to  stimulate  the 
gums  and  keep  them  healthy.

Calculus  (a  deposit  of  mainly  inorganic 
matter)  occurs  on  teeth  particularly  at  the 
gum  margins  and  can  lead  to  spongy, 
bleeding  infected  gums.

Many  chemists  are  aware  that  a  major 
portion  of  toothpaste  sales  goes  through 
other  types  of  retail  outlets.  Consequently 
there  are  pharmacists  who  pay  no  more 
than  scant  attention  to  the  stocking  and 
merchandising  of  toothpaste,  the  leading 
product  in  the  oral  hygiene  industry.  Their 
reasoning  is  that,  faced  with  competition 
from  grocery  multiple  stores,  there  is  little 
opportunity  for  making  much  out  of 
toothpaste.  This  is  far  from  true,  iooth- 
paste  can  be  a  useful  profit  winner  for 
chemists. 

Independent  audit  information  shows 
that  sales  through  chemists  were  worth 
about  £4  million  in  1968.  Margins  on 
standard  wholesale  prices  are  between 
about  23  per  cent  and  25  per  cent,  less  tax, 
and  on  quantity  terms  can  be  more  than 
35  per  cent.  More  than  three-quarters  of 
toothpaste  is  sold  to  women  for  their 
home  and  family. 

There  has  been  a  trend  towards  larger 
packs  during  the  past  few  years.  Press  and 
television  advertising  by  major  manufac- 
turers in  1969  is  expected  to  reach  nearly 
£2  million.  Brand  leaders  are  Macleans 
regular  and  spearmint,  Colgate  dental 
cream,  Gibbs  SR.  Signal,  and  Ultra  Brite, 
which  together  account  for  nearly  70  per 
cent  of  chemists'  sales.  Macleans  and 
Colgates  according  to  the  latest  indepen- 
dent trade  audit,  are  national  joint  brand 
leaders  each  with  just  under  18  per  cent 
of  chemists'  sterling  sales  of  toothpaste. 

Make  maximum  use  of  existing  space 
so  that  every  square  inch  earns  for  you. 
In  most  chemists'  shops  display  and  stock 
space  is  at  a  premium.  To  that  end,  fast 
moving  lines  should  be  prominently  dis- 
played and  given  extra  facings  equivalent 
to  their  market  share.  An  important 
aspect  is  range  rationalisation.  The  six 
leading  brands  of  toothpaste  account  for 
seven  out  of  ten  tubes  of  toothpaste  sold 
by  chemists.  If  slower  moving  brands  are 
stocked,  to  offer  a  wide  range  of  consumer 
choice,  stock  holding  should  be  geared  to 
sales  potential. 

Rationalised  stock  holding  will  enable 
chemists  to  purchase  the  brand  leaders  as 
economically  as  possible  by  taking  advan- 
tage of  quantity  case  rates. 

Ensure  that  display  material  is  used 
effectively,  and  that  special  offers  are  al- 
ways prominently  displayed  to  attract  the 
many  economy-conscious  housewives. 
Good  merchandising  always  produces  a 
high  rate  of  impulse  purchase. 

Toothpaste  can  also  be  featured  to  good 
effect  in  window  displays,  either  in  isola- 
tion or  perhaps  in  connection  with  other 
dental  hygiene  products  as  part  of  a 
special  dental  care  week. 

Most  important :  take  advantage  of 
manufacturers'  incentives  and  offers,  and 
wherever  possible  tie  in  displays  with 
manufacturers  TV  and  Press  advertising 
campaigns  to  maximise  the  demand  that 
this  investment  invariably  causes.
